uestion  of  Transferring  Natural  Resources  to 
Prairie  Provinces  Is  Left  With  Dominion 
Government — Militia  Department's 
Plans    For    Demobilization. 


OTTAWA,  Nov.  22. — The  inter-provincial  conference  which 
convened  on  Tuesday  morning  to  consider  problems  relating  to  after- 
the- war  reconstruction  end  finance,  terminated  at  1  o'clock  this  after- 
noon with  the  vigorous  singing  of  the  National  Anthem.  When  the 
doors  of  the  Senate  chamber,  in  which  the  gathering  took  place,  were 
thrown  open,  it  was  apparent  that  the  deliberations  of  the  Dominion 
and  Provincial  Ministers  had  closed  in  a  spirit  of  amity  and  good  will. 

Hon.  F.  B.  Carvell,  Minister  of  Public  Works,  who  had  presided 
throughout  the  sittings,  made  the  announcement  to  the  f-*mnfa^ 
Press  that  no  formal  resolutions  had  been  adopted.  As  all  previous 
Inter-provincial  gatherings  have  been  rather  prolific  of  resolutions, 
the  statement  suggested  the  possibility  that  the  conference  had  failed 
to  arrive  at  any  definite  conclusions.  It  was  subsequently  pointed 
out,  however,  by  both  Dominion  and  provincial  ministers,  that  apart 
from  the  question  of  the  transfer  to  the  Western  Provinces  of  their 
in  regard  to  which  the  East  and  the  West  did  not  agree,

The  primary  object  of  the  gat 
Ins,  It  was  explained,  was*  to 
change  Ideas  as  to  the  proper 
to  be  taken  to  grapple  with  the 
lems  that  must  be  Immediately  faced 
aa  a  consequence  of  the  sudden  ter- 
mination of  the  war.  The  Cabinet 
ministers  were  anxious  to  learn  what 
the  provincial  governments  propose 
and  what  they  desire  In  the  way  of 
financial  or  other  assistance.  On  the 
other  hand,  the  provinces  wanted  to 
know  what  the  Dominion  was  willing 
to  do. 

*  "It  was,"  said  one  Minister.  "  a 
get-together'  gathering.  Much  In- 
formation  wae  exchanged  and  a 
foundation  laid  for  future  action. 
There  was  no  necessity  for  passing 
formal  resolutions." 

Prairie   Natural  Resources 

One  definite  remilt  of  the  confer- 
ence is  that  for  the  present,  at  least, 
the  Dominion  Government  will  con- 
tinue to  administer  the  natural  re- 
souroes of  the  three  prairie  provinces, 
ffhe  contention  of  the  Western  prov- 
inces that  they  should  not  be  de- 
prived of  subsidies  in  the  event  of 
the  handing  over  of  the  resources  be- 
cause these  already  have  been  to  a 
great  extent  alienated,  coupled  with 
the  demand  on  the  part  of  the  East- 
ern provinces  that  they  should  be 
given  at  least  n«e  millions  of  these 
subsidies,  made  a  solution  of  the 
question  by  the  conference  impossi- 
ble. The  matter  now  rests  with  the 
Dominion  Government,       '    which, 

through  Sir  Thomas  White,  Indicated 
St  the  opening  of  the  conference  a 
Willingness  to  hand  over  to  the  prov- 
inces such  resources  as  they  might 
desire  to  control. 

As  already  announced,  the  confer- 
ence discussed  she  land  colonisation 
scheme  proposed  by  Hon.  J.  A.  Cal- 
der  and  the  soldiers'  settlement  plan, 
based  on  legislation  passed  last  ses- 
sion and  explained  by  Hon.  Arthur 
Meighen.  The  demobilisation  plans 
of  the  Department  of  Militia  were 
laid  before  the  ministers  by  Major- 
Oeneral  Mewburn,  while  Hon.  Old- 
son  Robertson,  Minister  of  Labor,  at 
yesterday's  conference,  brought  up 
the  question  of  technical  education. 
This  was  further  discussed  at  the 
closing  session  today,  the  consensus 
of  opinion  being  that  control  of  edu- 
cation, in  all  Its  branches,  should  re- 
main with   the   provinces. 

The  final  subject  for  discussion  to- 
day was  the  proposal  to  provide 
financial  assistance  for  the  construc- 
tion of  highways,  there  being  a  gen- 
eral exchange  of  views.  This  Is  a 
matter  In  regard  to  which  some  defin- 
ite action  will  be  taken  at  the  ap- 
proaching session  of  Parliament, 
when  provision  la  certain  to  be  made 
for  the  construction  of  roads  by  the 
Dominion  or  the  provinces,  or  both.

LONDON,  Nov.  22.— After  the  sur- 
render of  the  main  installment  of  the 
German  fleet  oft  the  Firth  of  Forth 
Thursday,  Vice-Admiral  Sir  David 
Beatty,  commander-in-chief  of  the 
Grand  Fleet,  issued  the  following 
message  to  the  men  of  his  command: 

"I  wish  to  express  to  the  flag  offi- 
cers, captains,  officers  and  men  of  the 
Grand  Fleet  my  appreciation  of  the 
victory  which  has  been  gained  over 
the  seapower  of  our  enemy.  The 
greatness  of  this  achievement  Is  in  no 
way  lessened  by  the  fact  that  the  final 
episode  did  not  take  the  form  of  a 
fleet  action.  Although  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  we  had  so  long  and 
eagerly  awaited,  of  striking  the  final 
blow*  for  the  freedom  of  the  world, 
we  may  derive  satisfaction  from  the 
singular  tribute  which  the  enemy  has 
accorded  to  the  Grand  Fleet. 

"Without  joining  us  In  action,  he 
has  given  a  testimony  to  the  prestige 
and  efficiency  of  the  fleet  without  par- 
allel in  history,  and  it  Is  to  be  re- 
membered that  this  testimony  has 
been  accorded  to  us  by  those  who  are 
In  the  best  position  to  Judge  us. 

"I  desire  to  express  my  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  all  who  have  assisted 
me  in  maintaining  the.  fleet  In  instant 
readiness  for  action,  and  who  have 
borne  the  arduous  and  exacting  labors 
which  have  been  necessary  for  the 
performance  the  efficiency  of  which 
has  accomplished  so  much."

Fllslnger  said  In  con- 
versation with  two  men  that  Borden 
was  selling  Canadian  soldiers  In  Eng- 
land for  $8  apiece,  like  little  pigs. 


STUDY  ALLOTMENT 

OF  VICTORY  LOAN 

OTTAWA,  Nov.  22. — The  question 
o*  allotment  to  Victory  Loan  sub- 
scribers Is  receiving  the  attention  of 
the  Department  of  Finance.  The 
policy  will  be  to  take  as  mueh  of  the 
loan  as  possible,  having  regard  to 
the  necessity  of  stabilising  the  mar- 
ket for  Victory  Loan  securities  and 
to  the  financial  necessities  of  the 
tountry. 

Many  life  Insurance  companies  and 
Urge)  financial  Institutions  have  made 
n  maximum  subscription,  covering 
the  revenue  available  for  Investment 
during  the  coming  year.  There  Is 
a  large  and  growing  demand  for 
farm  loans,  which  It  Is  desirable 
•Mould  be  met  In  the  Interests  of 
agricultural  production  for  next  year. 

The  provinces  and  municipalities 
will  also  desire  to  borrow  far  recon- 
struction purposes,  and  It  to  thought 
advisable  that  there  should  be  a 
residue  of  Investment  funds  to  meet 
their  needs.  The  principle  ef  allot- 
ment will  be  decided  within  the  next 
few  days 


OTTAWA,  Nov.  22.— Satisfactory 
progress  toward  the  establishment  of 
a  national  system  of  employment 
agencies,  controlled  by  the  Dominion 
and  Provincial  authorities,  but  work- 
ing as  a  single  organisation,  was  made 
at  the  conference  between  the  Min- 
ister of  Labor,  officials  of  the  depart- 
ment and  the  representatives  from 
the  Provinces,  which  was  continued 
today.  The  conclusion  of  the  Provin- 
cial Premiers'  conference  at  noon  left 
Hon.  Gideon  Robertson,  Minister  of 
Labor,  free  to  preside  at  the  confer- 
ence of  unemployment  in  the  after- 
noon, and  the  Minister  was  assured 
by  .Provincial  representatives  from 
East  to  West  of  their  hearty  co-oper- 
ation and  desire  to  develop  the 
scheme. 

The  plan  agreed  upon,  with  regard 
to  the  establishment  of  attendee,  will 
result  in  the  organisation  of  two  large 
employment  clearing  houses,  con- 
trolled by  the  Federal  Government, 
one'  In  the  East  and  one  In  the  West. 
Ottawa  and  Winnipeg  have  been 
chosen  as  the  cities  in  which  these 
clearing  houses  will  be  located.  The 
duties  of  these  agencies  will  be  to 
maintain  the  balance  of  labor  In  the 
various  Provinces,  so  that  one  Prov- 
ince will  not  have  a  deficit  while  an- 
other has  a  surplus.  The  Provinces 
will  also  establish  clearing  houses, 
which  will  be  maintained  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Governments  for  the  purpose 
of  distributing  labor  between  the 
various  cities  and  towns. 

Matters  of  detail,  such  as  office 
routine,  the  adoption  of  statistical 
forms  and  records,  etc./ settled.  These 
matters  were  Important  to  the  proper 
co-ordination  of  the  Provinces  into 
one  organization. 

Representatives  of  the  Department 
of  Soldiers'  Civil  Re-establishment 
and  the  Great  War  Veterans'  Associ- 
ation were  present  at  the  conference 
In  the  afternoon,  and  ways  and  mean* 
were  discussed  to  delineate  the  func- 
tions of  the  employment  bureau  In 
relation  to  the  returned  soldier.  A 
substantial  agreement  was  reached 
and  a  comprehensive  plan  for  both 
departments  in  relation  to  unemploy- 
ment was  outlined.

Parliament.

SINKING  OF  MASKED 
RAIDER  IS  RELA  TED 

Piratical  Craft  Flying  Norwegian  Colors  Sent  to 

Bottom  by  Small.  British  Boarding  Steamer 

and  H.M.S.  Achilles  —  Commander 

Day's    Courageous    Work. 


LONDON,  Nov.  S2. — How  a  small 
armed  boarding  steamer,  with  the  as- 
sistance of  H.M.S.  Achilles,  attacked 
and  sank  a  German  raider  three 
times  her  else,  and  with  400  men  oa 
board,   can   now   be   related. 

On  March  If.  1*17.  the  Achilles 
and  the  boarding  steamer  Dundee 
were  cruising  between  Iceland  and 
Norway  when  they*  sighted  the  smoke 
of  a  steamer.  Capt.  Teaks,  of  the 
Achilles,  ordered  the  Dundee  to  ex- 
amine the  veeeel,  which  was  flying 
the  Norwegian  flag,  besides  having 
one  painted  on  either  quarter. 

Having  his  suspicious  aroused. 
Commander  Day,  of  the  Dundee, 
loaded   his  guns,   which   consisted   of 


two  4-inch  and  two  S-pounders,  and 
on  approaching  the  stranger  sent  a 
boat  with  an  officer  and  five  men  to 
examine  her.  When  the  boat  got 
alongside,  the  port  side  of  the  ves- 
sel was  dropped  suddenly,  exposing 
four  or  five  5.1-lneh  guns,  each  fir- 
ing   a    hundred-pound    shot. 

Commander  Day  at  once  opened 
fire,  which  was  returned  by  the 
raider,  so  that  Day  had  to  manoe- 
uvre his  vessel  out  of  range  until 
the  Achilles  could  come  to  his  help. 

All  this  time  the  Dundee  was  able 
to  get  shot  after  shot  Into  the 
stranger.  Soon  the  Achilles  came 
up.  and  under  the  well-directed  fire 
of  the  two  vessels,   the  raider  sank. 


INT  REVENGE 
FOR  CRUELTIES 


Belgian  Civilians  Hold  Bitter 
rlatred  for  Invaders  who 
Subjected  Them  to  Brutal 
lll-Treatment, 


DECLARE  GERMANY 

SHOULD  ALSO  SUFFER 


Inhabitants  of  Bruges  Empha- 
tic in  Demanding  Reprisals 
— Soldiers  Show  Less  Anger 
Toward  Their  Enemies. 


BRUGES,  Nov.  22.— The  civil  pop- 
ulation of  Bruges  is  much  more  bit- 
ter toward  the  Germans  than  the  sol- 
diers who  have  fought  them  for  more 
than  four  years.  Terms  of  bitter  hate 
and  a  demand  of  revenge  come  from 
the  civilians  alone;  the  soldiers  grin 
soberly. 

The  correspondent  entered  a  cigar 
store,  where  an  old  lady  sold  him  a 
villainous  cheroot,  a  relic  of  German 
occupation.  She  launched  Into  a  vio- 
lent denunciation  of  the  invaders. 
"The  war  must  not  end  like  this."  she 
declared.  "We  must  go  into  Ger- 
many; we  must  make  them  suffer  and 
expiate  their  crimes." 

On  the  day  of  departure,  she  said, 
the  Germans  had  robbed  her  store  of 
$500  worth  of  the  best  cigars  and 
cigarettes. 

On  the  Grand  Place,  in  the  shadow 
of  the  famous  belfry,  an  irate  citizen 
was  declaiming  with  many  gestula- 
tions  against  the  invaders.  "The  pigs 
— the  swine — "  she  shouted.  "Shall 
they  escape  punishment?  Will  they 
not  suffer  any  of  the  hardships  they 
inflicted  upon  us?  Shall  they  not 
salute  our  officers  while  their  sol- 
diers are  pushed  into  the  gutters  as 
our  soldiers  pass  on  the  sidewalks? 
It  is  inconceivable  that  their  women 
are  to  be  spared  the  humiliation  of 
begging  for  passports,  as  our  women 
had  to  do." 


TO  OIL  SUPPLY 


Sentiment  Expressed  at  Dinner 
Given  by  British  Government 
to  Members  of  Petroleum 
Conference, 


LONDON,  Nov.  22. — Barl  Curkon. 
member  of  the  British  War  Cabinet, 
presided  tonight  at  a  dinner  given  by 
the  British  Government  to  the  dele- 
gates to  the  inter-Allied  petroleum 
conference.  In  toasting  the  French, 
American  and  Italian  Delegates,  Earl 
Curxon  declared  that  the  Allies*  cause 
had  been  "floated  to  victory  on  a  wave 
of  oil.",  because  If  it  had  not  been  for 
the  great  fleets  of  motor  trucks  the 
war  could  not  have  been  won.  In  the 
last  eighteen  months  the  council  has 
dealt  with  13,000,000  tons  of  oil. 

In  December,  1116,  Barl  Curxon 
said,  the  oil  situation  was  critical. 
Stocks  were  so  depleted  that  the  Brit- 
ish fleet  was  obliged  to  restrict  opera- 
tions. At  the  time  when  tankahlps 
were  being  sunk  in  Increasing  num- 
bers, the  Idea  was  conceived  of  carry- 
log  oil  In  the  double  tanks  of  ordinary 
cargo  vessels,  and  1,000,000  tons  were 
transported  In  this  manner.  When 
the  armistice  wae  signed  the  stocks 
of  oil  In  Allied  countries  had  been 
brought  up  to  a  point  of  absolute 
safety.  This  achievement  reflected 
the  greatest  credit  on  the  petroleum 
council  and  on  the  great  oil  companies 
that  have  subordinated  their  own  In- 
terests to  the  Allied  cause.  The  re- 
sult, Barl  Curaon  said,  has  been  one 
of  the  greatest  triumphs  of  the  war. 

Secretary  Beringer,  of  France,  said 
that  the  Germans  thought  to  win  be- 
cause they  owned  coal,  but  the  Allies 
won  with  oil.  It  was  a  victory  of 
automobiles  over  railroads.  The 
United  States,  by  Its  ready  response 
to  the  need  of  the  Allies,  he  added, 
had  rendered  assistance  to  France  and 
the  other  Allies  which  never  would 
be  forgotten. 

Lieut-Commander  Burstow  replied 
In  behalf  of  the  United  States. 


AIRCRAFT  DIRECTOR 
OFFERS  RESIGNATION 

WASHINGTON.  Nov.  22.— Resig- 
nation of  John  D.  Ryan,  Second 
Assistant  Secretary  of  War,  and  di- 
rector of  Air  Service,  and  of  William 
C.  Potter,  his  chief  assistant,  was 
announced  today  by  Secretary  Baker. 
Both  Mr.  Ryan  and  Mr.  Potter  de- 
sire to  return  to  their  private  busi- 
ness as  quickly  as  possible,  but  Mr. 
Baker  said  they  had  consented  to 
remain  aU  their  posts  until  the  rush 
of  aircraft  demobilisation  la  over 
and  later  to  give  the  department  the 
benefit  of  their  experience  whenever 
necessary. 

After  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Ryan 
and  Mr.  Potter  the  offices  they  now 
hold  will  not  be  filled  Immediately, 
If  at  all.  It  appears  unnecessary  to 
officials  that  a  new  director  should 
be  named  In  Mr.  Ryan's  place.  There 
Is  no  longer  a  production  problem  to 
be  handled,  as  the  war  Is  over,  and 
operation  Is  naturally  a  military 
function. 

It  was  said  that  pending  reorganl-' 
nation  of  the  army  and  the  War  De- 
partment on  a  peace  basis,  recom- 
mendations for  which  will  be  laid 
before  Congress  next  month  by  Beers  - 
tary  Baker.

ROYAL  AIR  FORCE 

DEMOBILIZING 


TORONTO,  Nov.  22.— The 
demobilisation  of  the  Royal  Air 
Pore*  will  get  tinder  way  almost 
immediately,  it  was  announced 
here  tonight,  and  the  first  men 
to  be  affected  by  the  order  will 
be  2,000  cadets  who  are  sta- 
tioned at  the  cadet  wing  at 
Long  Branch  at  the  school  of 
aeronautics  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  and  the  armament 
school  at  Hamilton.  The  cadets 
will  be  placed  on  a  reserve  for 
six  months,  which  is  in  effect  a 
discharge. 


EFFORTS  ARE  MADE

COPENHAGEN.  Nov.  22.— An  all- 
Russian  government  composed  of  the 
general  staff  of  the  volunteer  army 
has  been  formed  at  Ekaterlnodar 
with  the  object  of  re-establishing 
Russia  on  a  federated  basis,  accord- 
ing to  advices  from  Kiev.  Former 
Foreign  Minister  Sasonoff  is  Foreign 
Minister   of   the   new  government.

Speeches  of  Presidents  Pay 
High  Tribute  to  Heroic  People 
of  Little  Country  —  Blood 
Cements  Friendship, 


PARIS,  Nov.  22.— A^  the  beginning 
of  a.  sitting  of  the  Chamber  of  De- 
puties today,  Paul  Deschanel  deliv- 
ered a  speech  warmly  felicitating 
liberated  Belgium  and  paying  a 
glowing  tribute  to  the  King  and 
Queen  of  the  Kingdom.  M.  Des- 
chanel said  France  had  been  happy 
to  receive  during  the  German  Inva- 
sion the  government  of  a  people  ani- 
mated with  the  '  same  Ideals  as 
France,  The  blood  of  their  respec- 
tive sons,  shed  In  the  sacred  struggle, 
had  cemented  a  friendship  which 
would  laat  as  long  as  honor  and 
Justice  obtained.  All  the  deputies 
rose  in  their  seats  and  cheered  the 
Belgians  for  their  heroic  struggles. 

In  the  Senate  President  Dubost 
also  paid  a  glowing  tribute  to  the 
Belgians.  He  concluded  his  address 
by  inviting  the  Senate  to  send  to  the 
Belgian  nation  an  expression  of  un- 
alterable gratitude  and  of  France's 
desire  to  pursue  to  the  end  the  task 
of  the  regeneration  of  Belgium. 

In  the  Chamber  M.  Plchon,  the 
Foreign  Minister,  declared .  that  the 
French  Government  associated  itself 
with  the  declaration  of  the  president 
of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  in  honor 
of  Belgium  and  France,  which  had 
found  full  expression  during  the  war 
in  fraternity  of  arms,  and  would 
manifest  Itself  in  peace  by  closer 
relations,    marked    by    confidence. 


.  LONDON,  Nov.  22. — Twenty  more  German  submarines  w<ere 
surrendered  to  Admiral  Tyrwhitt  off  Harwich  this  morning.  This 
makes  a  total  of  59  submarines  thus  far  handed  over.  There  would 
have  been  sixty  surrendered,  but  one  sank. 

The  correspondent  of  the  wireless  service  with  the  British  naval 
forces  says  that  just  before  noon  a  cruiser  came  into  sight  followed 
by  the  German  submarines  and  a  German  transport.  The  transfer 
took  place  in  the  harbor  on  account  of  the  heavy  sea  running.  The 
majority  of  the  submarines  were  large,  and  nearly  all  were  fitted  with 
wireless. 

When  the  Germans  arrived  it  was  notable  that  the  revolution- 
ary element  was  decidedly  present.  Some  of  the  officers  had  removed 
the  Prussian  eagles  from  their  caps  and  replaced  them  with  a  sort 
of  red  badge  that  recognizes  the  authority  of  the  Sailors'  and  Sol- 
diers' Council.  There  seemed  to  be  little  discipline  among  the  lot 
The  men  took  very  little  notice  of  anything  their  officers  said  to 
them.    One  shouted : 

"No  officer ;  no  Kaiser." 

Some  of  the  Germans  were  exceed- 
ingly anxious  to  air  such  English  aa 
they  possessed,  while  others  suppress- 
ed their  accomplishments  in  that 
direction  with  equal  care.  One  Ger- 
man officer,  who  was  inclined  to  be 
communicative,  attached  himself  to 
the  correspondent  and  said  he  worked 
In  London  before  the  war.     He  added: 

"I  had  no  intimation,  as  many 'of  us 
had,  that  we  should  be  wanted  in  the 
summer  of  1914,  so  I  went  back  to 
Germany  a  month  before  the  war.  I 
was  not  in  the  submarine  service  at 
first,  but  volunteered  for  it  and  had 
a  fajr  share  of  luck.  You  British  say 
It  was  not  fair  flghUng,  but  we  Ger- 
mans believe  that  the  end  Justifies  the 
means.  Then  you  complain  that  we 
shoot  your  men  while  they  are  In  the 
water.  Why  not?  The  men  might  be 
saved  and  fight  us  another  day.  We 
should  be  fools  to  let  them." 

The  crew  of  one  submarine,  with 
the  exception  of  an  .officer,  were  all 
Intoxicated. 

Afraid  to  Appear 

HARWICH.  England.  Nov.  23.—, 
Most  of  the  submarines  which  surren- 
dered today  were  commanded  by  sub- 
marine lieutenants.  One  of  them  said 
that  his  senior  officer  did  not  come 
because  he  had  been  mentioned  in  the 
British  press  as  a  marked  man.

Lord  Robert  Cecil  Resigns 

LONDON,  Nov.  22. — Lord  Robert 
Cecil,  Under-Secretary  of  State  for 
Foreign  Affairs,  has  resigned.  The 
cause  of  Lord  Robert's  resignation  is 
said  to  be  a  disagreement  with  the 
Government  in  regard  to  the  dis- 
establishment of  the  Welsh  church. 
Premier  Lloyd  George  has  accepted 
the  resignation. 


LONDON,  Nov.  28. — The  Inter- 
Allled  Petroleum  Council  has  been 
visiting  Scotland  during  the  past  few 
days,  attending  the  formal  inaugura- 
tion of  a  pipe  line  laid  across  Scot- 
land along  the  Clyde-Forth  Canal  to 
secure  a  continuous  supply  of  fuel 
oil  for  the  British  naval  base  at 
Rosyth. 

The  principal  object  of  this  pipe 
line,  which  can  deliver  one  hundred 
tons  of  oil  an  hour,  and  Is  the  longest 
In  Europe,  is  to  avert  the  necessity  of 
tank  steamers  going  around  Scotland 
to  the  east  coast  and  thus  to  diminish 
the  loss  of  tank  steamers  by  sub- 
marine attacks. 


Former  Kaiser  Would

Both  William  and  His  Eldest  Son  in  Danger  of 
Assassination  if  They  Return  to  Country 
* — Angry  Soldiers  Said  to  Have 
Tried  to  Enter  Holland. 


LONDON.  Nov.  22.— From  a 
special  investigation  In  Western 
Germany  the  correspondent  of  The 
Dally.  Mall  at  The  Hague  has  ascer- 
tained that  there  Is  considerable 
hostility  against  the  former  Em- 
peror and  his  eldest  son.  The  cor- 
respondent says  that  after  William 
Hohensollern  had  entered  Holland, 
1,000  German  soldiers  arrived  at  the 
frontier  and  demanded  that  they  be 
allowed  to  pursue  and  kill  him.  They 
were  turned  back  by  the  Dutch 
frontier  guards. 

The  correspondent  does  not  be- 
lieve that  ths  former  Emperor  could 
reach  Berlin  safely,  no  matter  what 
guarantees  might  be  given.  The 
former  Crown  Prince  Is  universally 
hated  also,  and  Is  greatly  despised. 
His  life  in  Germany  would  not  be 
worth  an  hours'  purchase.  He  4s 
under  the  closest  guard  in  Holland, 
owing  to  fears  of  an  attack. 

Much  publicity  Is  being  given  to 
Eitel  Friedrtch  and  August  Wljhelm, 
respectively,  the  second  and  fourth 
sons  of  the  former  Emperor,  and  the 
correspondents  Impression  Is  that 
the  royalists*  hope  Is  through  them 
dynastic  sympathy  can  be  main- 
tained.

A  single  plane  carrying  « 
flight  commander  rose  in  the  air  first 
and  flew  up  and  down,  dived  and 
looped  in  accordance  with  the  orders 
telephoned  from  the  ground.  Then 
following  directions  the  flight  com- 
mander flew  back  to  Bolting  Field 
and  In  response  to  orders  called  upon 
nla   squadron   to   manoeuvre. 

The  telephone  as  used  today  was 
adjusted  for  three  to  five  or  six 
rt'lss.  It  is  similar  to  the  Instru- 
ments used  by  American  aviators  In 
France,  the  secret  of  which  was  dis- 
closed after  the  armistice  was  signed. 

Col  C.  C.  Culver  Is  credited  In  the 
department  of  military  aeronautics 
with  having  been  an  active  agent  in 
developing  the  device.

POSSE  CANNOT 


Bloodthirsty  Bandits  who  were 
Besieged  Near  Prince  Albert 
are  Supposed  to  be  in 
Wooded  Country, 


REQINA,  Haak.,  Nov.  22.— Late  to- 
night the  posse  of  man-hunter*  in 
the  Steep  Creek  district  received  In- 
formation that  Carmel  end  St.  Ger- 
main, alias  Beauregard,  the  two 
young  French-Canadian  bandits  and 
alleged  murderers  of  James  McKay 
and  Cpl.  Horaley,  were  midway  be- 
tween Steep  Creek  and  Prince  Albert, 
hiding  in  the  bushes,  and  their  cap- 
ture was  expected  momentarily.  The 
Information  was  conveyed  to  the  com- 
mander of' the  provincial  police  and 
soldier  posse  which  has  been  scour- 
big  the  country  for  the  two  men  by 
a  farmer  In  the  district,  who  claim* 
to .  have  seen  the  two  young  fellows, 
armed  to  the  teeth,  at  the  edge  of  one 
of  the  wooded  tracts.  Immediately 
on  seeing  the  farmer,  who  was  some 
distance  away,  they  ran  back  into  the 
butohes,  carrying  their  guns  with 
them. 

For  the  beat  part  of  yeaterday  the 
provincial  police  officers,  assisted  by 
willing  workers,  dynamited  the  ice  on 
the  Saskatchewan  River  in  a  vain  ef- 
fort to'  locate  the  body  of  James  Mc- 
Kay. At  midnight,  the  men  returned 
to  Prince  Albert,  while  other  mem- 
bers of  the  posse  went  on  with  the 
.manhunt  in   the  bushes. 

The  story  of  a  number  of  dugouts 
on  the  Qervais  farm  appears  to  be 
discredited  from  the  reports  ob- 
tained last  evening,  and  It  is  now  be- 
lieved that  the  two  men,  immedi- 
ately after  killing  Cpl.  Horsley, 
escaped  down  the  river  bank  and  lay 
in  hiding  until  darkness  came  on  and 
then  took  the  overland  trail  toward 
Prince  Albert.  The  police  believe 
this  waa  done  as  a  blind,  and  that 
the  young—  fellows  will  double  on 
then-  track  and  make  for  the  north 
country  In  the  hope  of  finding  friend- 
ly Indiana  or  trappers  with  whom 
they  could  pass  the  Winter. 

WAR  LABOR  BOARD

WASHINGTON,  Nov.  22.  —  The 
Senate  privileges  and  election  com- 
mittee voted  by  9  to  2  to  dismiss 
proceedings  against  Senator  La  ,  Fol- 
lette,  of  Wisconsin,  for  an  alleged 
disloyal  speech  at  St.  Paul  more  than 
a  year  ago.

GOVERNMENT  SHIPS 

CANNOT  BE  SEIZED 

TRENTON.  N.J.,  Nov.  22.— A  pri- 
vately owned  ship  in  the  service  of 
the  British  Government  Is  immune 
from  seizure  while  actually  In  the  ser- 
vice of  Its  government,  even  though 
the  seizure  may  be  applied  for  by  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  Judge 
Rellatead  ruled  in  the  Federal  Court 
here    today.  i 

Judge  Rellatead's  decision  waa 
handed  down  in  the  case  of  McAllister 
Bros.,  a  lighterage  company  of  Naw 
York,  agalnat  the  British  ateamahlp 
Roserlc,  which,  while  In  the  service  of 
the  British  navy,  ran  down  a  lighter 
belonging  to  the  McAllister  concern  in 
New  York  harbor.  The  Roserlc  was 
seized  by  a  United  States  marshal  and 
held  until  a  protest  was  received  from 
the   British   Embassy. 

The  court  ruled  that  the  Roserlc 
being  a  transport,  was  a  warship  and 
under  the  sovereign  power  of  Britain. 
It  was  held,  however,  that  the  suit* 
could  be  reopened  when  the  ship 
passed  from  government  to  private 
control.'

SAN  FRANCI8CO,  Nov.  ».— -De- 
finite statements  that  the  prosecution 
of  Thomaa  J.  Mooney.  under  sent- 
ence of  death,  and  other  defendants 
in  the  Preparedness  Day  bomb  ex- 
plosion cases,  waa  tainted  with 
manufactured  evidence  was  made 
In  a  report  published  here  .  today. 
The  report  was  .  addressed  to  Secre- 
tary of  Labor  Win.  B.  Wilson,  and 
bore  the  signature  of  John  B.  Dens- 
more, director-general  of  employ- 
ment for  the  Um>ed  States.  Dens- 
more did  not  deny  today  making 
the  report,  but  declined  to  comment 
on  It.  and  aald  It  should  be  Issued 
officially  from  Washington. 

Alleged  corruption  was  mentioned 
in  the  report,  involving  a  number  of 
persons,  as  having  existed  in  cases 
of  national  Interest  such  as  the  no- 
torious San  Francisco  graft  case, 
a  civil  case  Involving  millions  and 
other  recent  criminal  cases.  Pres- 
ent and  former  public  officials  were 
mentioned    In    the    report. 

Alleged  crookedneaa  In  office  waa 
charged  with  reference  to  cases  now 
pending.  * 

.  The  bomb  cases  In  which  Mooney, 
his  wife.  Rena  Mooney,  and  Warren 
K.  Billings,  now  serving  life  im- 
prisonment, were  indicted  for  ten 
murders,  were  described  as  "made 
to  order." 

The  revelations  Included  refer- 
ence to  the  alleged  confession  of  a 
man  now  dead,  in  which  a  former 
Court  waa  mentioned  In  connection 
with  a  case  In  which  the,  alleged 
confession  stated  *4 10,000  was 
passed.  i 

More  than  forty  columns  of  news- 
paper space  were  filled  by  the  re- 
port. Many  columns  of  steno- 
graphic reports  of  alleged  conver- 
sations obtained  by  dictograph  were 
set  out.  Telephone  conversations 
were  recorded.  Details  of  alleged 
meetings  between  an  official  and 
certain  notorious  characters  were 
given.  A  summary  of  "facta"  waa 
appended  to  the  report,  alleging 
conditions  existed  '  that  Justified  the 
Federal  Government  in  taking  ac- 
tion to  assure  to  the  bomb  explo- 
sion   defendants    "their    rights."

The  re- 
port referred  to  six,  months  of  In- 
vestigation. 

All  the  alleged  irregularities  and 
incidents  recited  were  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  main  conclusions  aa 
to  the  writer's  findings  In  the  bomb 
casea. 

Two  appeals  for  a  new  trial  were 
made  for  Mooney  by  the  trial  Judge. 
Preaident  Wilson  sent  messages  to 
Governor  W.  Stephens  which  were 
never  made  public.

AS  DELIVERERS 


People  of  Luxemburg  Rejoice 
in  Regaining  Their  Freedom 
as  American  Army  Passes 
Through  Grand  Duchy.  . 


TORONTO.  Nov.  M.— Jack  Lett,  who 
held  up  the  Canadian  Kxpreea  mes* 
•enters  on  the  Toronto-«Bnffalo  Grand 
Trunk  train  on  October  St,  end  cot 
ewer  With  $M.**0.  wae  today  sentenc- 
ed to  the  penitentiary  for  ten  years, 
A  sentence  of  five  years  for  robbing 
jiise  WnJon  Beak  and  another  of  three 


years  for  stealing  a  motor  car  will  run 
concurrently.  Gordon  Dougall  will  go 
to  Burwaeb  prison  farm  for  two  years 
for  conspiracy  In  connection  with  the 
train  robbery.  Walter-  fcett,  who 
pleaded  *utlty  of  receiving  11,000  of 
the  stolen  money,  was  allowed  to  go 
on  susosaded  sentence. 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  11. — General 
Pershing's  communique  for  Thursday 
says: 

"Headquarters  American  Experi- 
tlonary  forces  November  SI: 

••Continuing  its  advance,  the  Third 
Army  reached  this  evening  the  gen- 
eral line  Vichten-Marsch-Schuttrange- 
Jtentgen-Kattenhofen.  During  the 
afternoon  our  troops  passed  through 
the  city  of  Luxemburg,  where  they 
were  welcomed  as  deliverers  by  the 
civilian  population,  who  showered 
them  with  flowers  and  accompanied 
them  in  their  march  through  the 
flag-decked  streets." 

Troops  Are  Welcomed 

LUXEMBURG,  Thursday,  Nov.  XI. 
— With  General  Pershing,  the  Amer- 
ican commander-in-chief,  at  her  side, 
the  youthful  Grand  Duchess  of  Lux- 
emburg from  the  balcony  of  her  pal- 
ace watched  the  American  troops 
march  into  her  capital  today. 

Twenty-four  hours  earlier  the 
Grand  Duchess  had  seen  the  long  col- 
umn of  grey  clad  German  soldiers  de- 
part for  their  own  country  after  the 
occupation  of  her  duchy  for  more 
than  four   years. 

The  American  army  of  occupation 
under  General  Blckmaq  controls  every 
road,  city  and  village  m  Luxemburg. 
It  is  impossible  to  doubt  the  sincerity 
of  the  welcome  given  by  the  residents 
of  Luxemburg.  The  Grand  Duchess 
and  the  members  of  her  Cabinet  ex- 
pressed gratification  that  Americans 
had  come  to  take  the  place  of  those 
whom  they  had  been  forced  to  toler- 
ate for  so  many  years.  Popular  ap- 
proval was  expressed  In  a  great  dem- 
onstration when  the  people  sighted 
General  Pershing,  and  again  when 
the  dusty  column  of  American  sol- 
diers moved  through  the  streets. 

General  Pershing  in  a  proclamation 
assured  the  public  that  the  American 
army  would  remain  only  as  long  as 
was  necessary  and  while  it  was  in 
Luxemburg  it  would  conduct  Itself  in 
conformity  with  the  civil  laws.  The 
proclamation  was  distributed  among 
the  troops  as  well  as  among  the  peo- 
ple. 

Party  Proclamation 

Incidental  to  the  reception  of  Amer- 
ican forces  In  this  Grand  Duchy,  a 
proclamation  Issued  by  the  National 
Union,  one  of  the  political  parties, 
was  posted  throughout  the  capital. 
It  read: 

"To  our  deliverers,  the  glorious 
troops  of  the  Entente  and  America — 
The  people  of  Luxemburg  bid  you 
welcome.  On  the  second  of  August, 
1914,  Germany  forfeited  her  honor  by 
violating  her  solemn  engagements  re- 
garding Luxemburg.  The  Govern- 
ment protested  against  the  violation 
of  territory,  whereas  the  people  want- 
ed to  break  all  relations  with  the  In- 
vaders. 

"Suffering  Irreparable  humiliation, 
the  people  have  rejected  all  offers  of 
conciliation  coming  from  the  oppres- 
sors. We  know  our  country  has  been 
calumniated  and  that  our  people  have 
been  basely  accused  of  connivance 
with  the  enemy. 

"Luxemburgers  protest  energetical- 
ly against  any  accusation  casting 
doubt  on  the  sincerity  of  their  atti- 
tude during  the  world  war. 

"The  reception  of  your  troops  will 
be  the  best  proof  of  the  purity  of  our 
aspirations  and  of  our  sympathy.  We 
know  that,  in  conformity  with  the 
principles  which  have  been  proclaim- 
ed by  the  Allied  Governments,  and  for 
which  you  have  fought,  our  independ- 
ence will  be  maintained,  our  rights 
conserved,  our  treaties  respected  and 
our  liberty   consolidated. 

"The  'blood  of  our  children  which 
flowed  with  your  own  in  the  sublime 
cause  of  liberty  authorizes  our  people 
to  express  these  wishes.  It  desires  to 
be  allowed  by  your  victorious  armies 
to  keep  this  independence. 

"We  want  to  remain  what  we  are. 
"Luxemburg   National   Council." 

CADETS  WILL  LOSE 

PRICE  OF  UNIFORMS 


TORONTO,  Nov.  22. — Because  the 
Royal  Air  Force  has  suspended  con- 
ferring of  commissions  to  cadets  who 
complete  their  training  In  Canada, 
and  has  refused  to  advance  any  more 
uniform  allowances,  40  cadets  here 
And  themselves  unable  either  to  col- 
lect amounts  they  already  have  paid 
In  full  for  their  new  outfits  or  to 
meet  obligations  due  Toronto  tailors. 
They  have  been  given  Indefinite  leave, 
and  probably  will  be  discharged  ae 
cadets. 

They  stand  to  lose  about  1200 
each.

FLEET  WILL  AWAIT 


FULL  SURRENDER 


WASHINGTON.  Nov.  It.—- Until 
every  German  warship  covered  by  the 
armistice  actually  is  In  the  hands  of 
the  Allies,  Secretary  Daniels  said  to- 
day, the  Navy  Department  will  con- 
tinue to  operate  under  war  regula- 
tions. Hs  has  cabled  Admiral  Ben- 
son and  Vice-Admiral  81ms.  however, 
directing  that  they  advise  him  offi- 
cially the  moment  the  naval  terms  of 
the  armistice  have  been  accom- 
plished. 

When  this  message  is  received,  Mr. 
Daniels  said,  he  would  issue  an  order 
removing  many  If  not  all  of  the  re- 
strictions which  have  been  placed  on 
the  navy  personnel.  Naval  authori- 
ties here  estimate  that  nearly  half  the 
German  undersea  fleet  has  been 
turned  over. 


MR.  W.  G.  MCADOO , 

RESIGNS  OFFICE 


Gives  Up  His  Two  Government 
Positions  to  Resume  Private 
Practice— Cabinet  Salary  Is 
Too  Small, 


WASHINGTON,  Nov.  22.— Mr.  Wil- 
liam G.  McAdoo  has  resigned  as  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  and  Director- 
General  of  Railroads,  to  leave  the  trea- 
sury on  the  appointment  of  a  succes- 
sor and  the  railroad  administration  on 
January  1  next.  It  was  announced 
tonight/ that  he  had  asked  President 
Wilson  to  relieve  him  now  that  the 
war  is  over  so  that  he  might  return  to 
private  business  after  six  years  In  of- 
fice. 

President  Wilson  has  acceded  to 
Mr.  McAdoo's  request  and  accepted 
his  resignation.  His  retirement  was 
made  necessary,  said  Mr.  McAdoo, 
because  of  "Inadequate  compensation" 
allowed  cabinet  officers. 

The  Secretary  also  explained  that  he 
is  seriously  In  need  of  rest,  although 
there  is  no  actual  impairment  of  his 
health. 

The  Secretary  plans  to  take  about 
three  months  rest  and  then  may  re- 
sume the  practice  of  law  In  New  York. 
Mr.  McAdoo  announced  his  resigna- 
tion at  a  conference  with  newspaper 
correspondents  and  made  public  the 
correspondence  between  himself  and 
President  Wilson. 

The  President  in  his  letter  of  accept- 
ance expressed  regret  at  the  Secre- 
tary's resignation,  referring  particu- 
larly to  Mr.  McAdoo's  "distinguished, 
disinterested  and  altogether  admirable 
service  rendered  the  country  at  both 
posts." 

Mr.  McAdoo  explained  to  the  cor- 
respondents that  he  had  intended  to 
resign  March  4,  1917,  but  remained 
because  of  pressing  war  problems. 

As  yet  there  is  no  suggestion  as  to 
who  Mr.  McAdoo's  successor  may  be, 
either  as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
or  as  Director-General. 

Upon  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
whoever  he  may  be,  will  devolve  the 
task  of  financing  the  nation  through 
the  transition  period  of  war  to  peace, 
which  probably  will  include  at  least 
two  more  Liberty  loans  and  pos- 
sibly also  a  farther  revision  of  the 
system  of  war  taxation. 

Letters  between  President  Wilson 
and  Mr.  McAdoo  made  public  today 
with  the  announcement  of  the  resig- 
nation, give  Mr.  McAdoo's  reasons  for 
leaving  the  Cabinet  solely  as  a  neces- 
sity for  replenishing  his  personal  for- 
tune, and  express  the  President's 
deep  regret  at  losing  his  son-in-law 
from  his  official  family. 

It  Is  entirely  probable  that  the 
President  may  fill  separately  the  of- 
fices of  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  and 
Director-General  of  Railroads. 

President  Wilson  is  not  required  to 
choose  the  new  Director-General  of 
Railroads  from  among  the  Cabinet 
ministers,  and  it  is  possible  that  the 
place  may  go  to  some  one  associated 
with  Mr.  McAdoo  in  the  railroad  re- 
organisation. Postmaster-General 
Burleson  already  is  operating  the  Tel- 
egraph and  cable  lines  under  Govern- 
ment control.  Secretary  Lane  is  in- 
timately versed  in  transportation 
problems,  particularly  railroads  and 
for  years  was  a  member  of  the  inter- 
state commerce  commission  and  at 
one  time  chairman.

ITALY'S  DAT 


Italian  residents  of  Victoria,  sym- 
pathetically aided  by  many  local  pat- 
riotic workers,  will  today  hold  a  tag 
day  so  that  a  subscription  may  be 
vent  from  here  to  aid  In  the  Red 
Cross  work  In  the  devastated  regions 
of  northern  Italy.  Victorians  will 
honor  a  great  ally  in  the  war  by  sub- 
scribing liberally.  Of  four  million 
fighting  men  whom  Italy  put  Into  the 
war  out  of  a  population  that  can 
hardly  exceed  40,000,000,  no  fewer 
than  1,000,000  made  the  supreme  sac- 
rifice. Italy  was  responsible  for 
superhuman  efforts,  for  she  had  a 
great  task  to  accomplish.  Her  army 
was  faced  by  almost  ths  entire 
strength  of  Austria,  aided  from  time 
to  time  by  many  German  divisions. 
What  she  did  and  the  overwhelming 
decisiveness  of  her  final  victory  con- 
stitute the  proudest  achievement  in 
the  history  of  the  country. 

Italy  played  a  noble  part  In  giving 
the  most  effective  aid  Imaginable  to 
the  Allies  at  the  time  when  the  Ger- 
man legions,  during  the  present  year, 
arere  driving  victoriously  towards 
Parte.  After  neutralising  an  attempt- 
ed Austrian  offensive  she'  thrust 
powerfully  against  the  enemy  on  the 
Plave  River.  Her  gallant  offensive  of 
that  time  marked  the  commencement 
of  the  disintegration  of  Austria-Hun- 
gary's military  and  political  power. 
Her  stroke  It  was  that  kept  the  Aus- 
trian armies  fully  engaged.  It  pre- 
vented them  sending  reinforcements 
to  France,  with  the  result  that  the 
enemy  reserves  on  the  Western  front 
proved  Insufficient  to  enable  him  to 
maintain  his  great  offensive.  Italy, 
more  so  than  any  of  the  Allied  na- 
tions, has. been  misunderstood.  Her 
sfforts  have  net  received  the  appreci- 
ation that  is  their  due.  The  war  has 
meant  to  that  country  a  political, 
scientific  industrial  and  commercial 
resurrection.  In  all  the  twenty-nine 
centuries  of  Italy's  history  we  doubt 
If  she  has  ever  been  greater  in  all 
that  makes  far  true  greatness  than 
she  is  today.  But  Italy  has  paid  the 
price.  Her  territory  has  been  occu- 
pied by  a  ruthless  enemy  who  has  left 
a  wide  area  of  deairaeiUn  in  his 
wake.  Thousands)  are  hoes  alecs  and 
suffering.  It  la  far  these  the  Italian 
Red  Crass  Is  appealing  today.

It  la  sincerely  to  be  hoped  that  en- 
thusiasm   In   the    work   of   the   local 
Red  Cross  Society  will  not  wane,  for 
much  remains  still  to  be  done.     The 
•Iberian     Expeditionary     Force     will 
call  for  a  considerable  expenditure  of 
effort  and  this  port,  as  the  nearest  to 
ths  Orient,  will  be  expected  to  do  its 
share.     In   addition   the   Red     Cross 
work  must  be  maintained  until  such 
time  aa  all  the  wounded   have  been 
restored.      As   well,    this    organisation 
has  a  duty  In  the  devastated  regions 
of  Belgium  and  France,  for  it  is  its 
privilege  to  be  able  to  hejp  the  thou- 
sands  of  sufferers   there.      The   Brit- 
ish Red  Cross  Society  Is  doing  every- 
thing possible,  and  our  Canadian  So- 
ciety can  do  a  lot  If  only  the  people 
of   this    country   will      recognize    the 
need  for  sacrifice  for  a  little   longer. 
The  local  branch  of  the  society  ia 
in  a   position  where  it  has  to   meet 
obligations      amounting      to      $15,000 
within  the  next    thirty    days.     When 
the  war  waa   in    progress   there  was 
never  any  doubt  such  a  sum  would 
have  been  forthcoming;  In  fact  there 
would  hardly  have  been  any  need  of 
reminding   the    public.      Now,      hew- 
ever,  there  hi  a  tendency  to  slacken 
effort    because    many    people    believe 
no  further  necessity  can  exist  for  the 
contribution  of  funds.     The  very  con- 
trary Is  the  case,  as  we  have  pointed 
out     Money  will  be  needed  for  many 
months  to   come,   not.   It   is  true,   in 
such  great  volume  as  In  the  past,  al- 
though excellent  use  can  be  made  of 
every    dollar    subscribed.      The      Red 
Cross     record   of  Victoria   Is  one  of 
which  the  city  hi  proud.

Esquimau  War  Memorial 
Sir,— rApropos  of  the  proposal  to 
erect  a  memorial  to  the  Esquimau 
men  who  gave  their  lives  for  'their 
country  In  the  great  war,  and  the  re- 
port aa  to  the  probable  selection  of 
the  front  of  the  municipal  hall  as 
the  site  of  the  memorial.  To  my 
mind  there  is  no  other  place  for  it. 
And  now  that  the.  war  hi  practically 
over  it  is  likely  that  the  municipality 
will  replace  the  present  cheap,  tem- 
porary municipal  offices,  with  a 
decent  building,  such  as  those  of  the 
municipalities  of  Oak  Bay  and  Saan- 
lch,  and  thus  give  a  good  background 
to  the  memorial.

Toronto's  Base  Hospital 

Sir, — I  am  forwarding  you  an  ex- 
tract from  a  letter  received  today 
from  my  boy,  who  has  been  for  some 
weeks  an  inmate  of  ths  base  hospi- 
tal at  Toronto,  of  which  we  read 
some  rather  disparaging  accounts 
some  little  while  ago.  It  it  only 
right  that  one  should  make  public 
the  view  taken  by  one  who  has  had 
actual  experience  of  the  plac*.  It 
was  on  October  10th,  about  the  time 
the  accounts  I  have  spoken  of  ap- 
peared, that  I  received  a  telegram 
stating  that  my  boy  was  admitted 
to  the  said  hospital  with  pneumonia, 
and  I  may  say  that,  I  was  not  filled 
with  confidence  by  reading  those 
accounts. '  I  will  psss  no  further  re- 
marks, but  Just  give  you  his  words. 
He   says: 

"I  suppose  they  have  been  running 
down  the  base  hospital  there  In  Vic- 
toria. Anyone  who  runs  down  the 
base  hospital  Is  crasy,  and  they 
can't  know  anything  about  It  We 
have  nurses  here  who.  If  it  Is  a  seri- 
ous case,  are  by  the  bedside  all  the 
time,  and  It  goes  to  show  the  treat- 
ment when  the  percentage  of  death* 
here  was  only  3.10. 

"Captain  Hain's  case  was  disputed 
quite  a  lot,  but  his  nurses  and  doc- 
tors and  even  the  chaplain  have  told 
us  that  he  was  delirious  up  till  be 
died.  The  chaplain,  who  waa  beside 
him  when  he  died,  comes  to  sm'  us 
very  often,  and  told  us  that  his 'last 
words  were  not  what  "the  papers 
said. 

"Anyone  whom  you  hear  running 
down  the  base  hospital  Just  tell  them 
what  I  have  told  you.  When  the  boys 
r*ad  what  waa  in  the  papers  they 
were  all  ready  to  go  and  posh  It 
down  the  throats  of  the  people  that 
ssid   it.  they  were  so  mad. 

"The  patients  could  not  have  had 
anything  more  done  for  them  than 
they  had,  and  moat  of  those  who 
died  were  kept  alive  for  many  hours 
by  stimulants  for  hours  la  hopes  they 
would  pull  through.  Tou  can  see  the 
doctors  going  round  haggard  and 
red-eyed  for  want  of  sleep, 
v  "Most  of  the  kicks  you  hear  come 
from  men  Who  could  not  help  grouch- 
ing no  matter  wh%re  they  were. 

"So  now  you  have  the  patients' 
opinion  of  the  base  heapital.  and  no 
one  knows  more  than  those  who  have 
been  aaar  death  and  polled  through 
what  It  la  10U  here.     Before  pWle 


ault  a  few  of  thsse.  not  one  or  two 
professional  grouchers  who  came  to 
the  hospital  and  stayed  about  two 
daya  with  a  bad  cold. 

"You  may  put  thy  in  the  papers, 
aa  our  opinion  of  the  treatment  here, 
and  don't  forget  to  give  moat  of  the 
credit  to  the  a  later  a  who  watched 
by  us,  and  ran  If  we  wanted  any- 
thing or  made  the  least  sign." 

In  conclusion,  I  may  say  that  aa 
my  boy  was  nursed  through  a  seri- 
ous case  of  pneumonia  and  subse- 
quent pleurisy,  1  presume  he  is  In  a 
position  to  appreciate  his  nursing.

Sir. — I     understand      that     Mayor 
Church,   of   Toronto,   In    one   of      his 
speeches  recently,  suggested  that-  the 

Dominion  Government  should  allow 
ons  year's  pay  after  discharge  to  -each 
soldier  as  a  help  to  re-establish  him 
Into  civil  life. 

Under  this  scheme,  using  conser- 
vative figures,  approximately  we  have 
$00,000  soldiers  to  be  discharged,  or 
already  discharged,  at  a  dollar  per 
diem  for  one  year,  making  a  total 
expenditure  of  $109,900,000.  In  | 
other  words,  each  man  will  receive 
$$0  per  month,  which  Is  not  a  suffi- 
cient sum  to  keep  him  from  going  to 
work,  but  willing  to  earn  less  money 
thus  giving  cheap  labor  to  employers, 
and  deteriorating  a  man's  earning 
capacity  and  ambition. 

To  any  thinking  man*  this  appears 
to  be  a  waste  of  money,  and  no  In- 
centive for  the  returned  man  to  be 
an  asset  to  his  country. 

Canada  has  well  oversubscribed  the 
Victory  Loan,  thus  giving  the  Gov- 
ernment a  surplus  of  money  to  use 
towards  easing  the  drug  of  20,000 
men  thrown  on  the  labor  ^market 
each  month.  Might  I  suggest  the 
following  scheme,  and  await  full 
criticism: 

Let  the  Dominion  Government  di- 
vide $100,000,000  between  all  Ote 
provinces.  Suppose  $20,000,000  be 
appropriated  to  the  credit  of  British 
Columb|a  to  assist  the  returned  men 
under  the  supervision  of  the  re-es- 
tablishment branch  of 'the  Dominion 
Government.  A  certain  «um  of 
that  money  will  be  allocated  to  Vic- 
toria, say  $5,000,000.  Suppose  Vic- 
toria needs  a  smelting  plant  and 
foundry.  The  returned  men  appoint 
representatives  with  executive  ability 
and  the  Dominion  Government  also 
appoint  one  or  more  representatives.' 
A  mutual  oompany  Is  then  formed 
solely  of  returned  men ,  who  choose 
their  officers,  and  a  smelting  plant 
hi  brought  Into  being,  financed  out 
of  a  certain  sum  appropriated  .out 
of  the  $5,000,000.  Then  a  suitable 
site  is  chosen,  contracts  are  let  for 
the  erection  of  a  plant,  only  em- 
ploying returned  men  on  the  con- 
struction. Eventually  the  plant  goes 
into  operation  employing  let's  say 
2,000    men. 

Providing  each  of  the  employed 
remains  In  that  plant  for  a  certain 
period  working  regularly,  he  be- 
comes a  shareholder  in  the  com-  < 
pany.  Having  men  of  recognised 
ability  at  the  head  of  affairs,  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Government, 
the  company  becomes  a  paying  con. 
cern,  and  gradually  pays  back  t« 
tbe  Government  the  sum  allocated 
to  form  the  company. 

By  that  system  we  have: 

1.  The  employment  problem  solved! 

2.  A  valuable  Industrial  asset  to 
the  community. 

3.  No  waste  of  millions  of  dollars. 

4.  Contented   ex-soldiers. 

As  I  mentioned.  It  need  not  neces- 
sarily be  a  smelting:  plant;  any  form 
pf  Industry  using  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  Island  could  be 
formed. 

These  suggestions  are  the  mere 
outline  "of  a  scheme,  and  by  the  as- 
sistance of  the  Dominion  Government 
would  helps  Canada  along  the  road 
to  prosperity,  giving  the  returned 
men  a  greater  Interest  in  their  coun- 
try which  they  have  fought  for.

EGGS  NOW  ARE 
PAST  DOLLAR  MARK 


Reach  Unprecedentedly  High 
Figure,  Being  Quoted  Now 
$1 . 1 0  per  Dozen — Feed  Cost 
and  Moulting  Responsible. 


For  ths  flrst,  time  in  the  memory  ot 
local  dealers,  the  humble  egg  hi  now 
worth  more  than  a  dollar  a  dosen. 
They  may  become  10  cents  each  be- 
fore the  Winter  is  over. 

Yesterday,  the  minimum  market 
price  for  eggs  was  quoted  at  95  cents, 
but  the  clerk  who  gave  this  informa- 
tion qualified  It  with  the  explanation 
that  there  were  no  fresh  eggs  to  be 
had.  When  a  store  was  Anally  lo- 
cated that  did  have  a  few  fresh  egga 
in  stock,  it  waa  found  that  $1  per 
dosen  was  being  charged  for  them. 

"One  dollar  a  dosen  hi  fairly  reas- 
onable In  comparison  with  what 
some  stores  are  charging,"  apologised 
the  manager.  "I  know  pf  several 
cases  where  fresh  eggs  are  being  re- 
tailed at  $1.10.  We  are  selling  today 
at  $1  because  we  had  the  "feood  for- 
tune to  receive  75  dosen  this  morn- 
ing, but  I  can't  say  how  long  that 
price  will  hut.  It  is  unlikely,  how- 
ever, that  it  will  go  higher  than 
$1.10." 

Even    the   stallholders  at   the    Pub- 
lic     Market,    where    the    middleman's 
charge      Is      eliminated,      have      been 
charging    $1.10    for   their    fresh    eggs, 
and  they  are  not  sure  whether  or  not 
they  will  ask  more  than  that  later  on. 
High  Cost  of  Feed  to  Blaine 
During  the  last  few  years  the  soar- 
ing cost   of  feed   has  caused   farmers 
to    sacrifice    their    pullets    and    laying 
hens  indiscriminately'.     This  tendency 
tiaa    naturally    affected      the      market 
considerably,  and  when  this  factor  is 
added  to  the  prevalence  of  the  moult- 
ing      season,        the        egg       problem 
meets      a      quick      solution.      There 
simply    are    not    enough      eggs    '  to 
go    round.      The    situation    has    been 
rendered  more  acute,  according  to  lo- 
cal dealers,  by  the  influenza  epidemic, 
which  they  say  resulted  in   Increased 
consumption.  Victoria  is  now  import- 
ing    large  quantities  of  eggs  from  the 
prairies    and    the    East,    where      feed 
prices  are   lower,   and   poultry  farms 
have   found   themselves     capable     of 
withstanding     war     conditions     with 
greater  facility. 

Victoria  dealers  cannot  remember 
any  previous  period  when  the  price 
of  fresh  eggs  passed  the  dollar  mark 
here.  Last  year  there  were  early  in- 
dications that  the  dollar-a-dozen  egg 
would  be  a  fairly  common  commodity, 
but  $5  cents  was  the  closest  it  ever 
came  to  that  figure.  Previous  to 
1917  about  the  highest  price  ever 
asked  for  eggs  here  was  75  cents.

MILITARY  NOTES 
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The  Last  Post  Fund,  headquarters 
of  which  are  at  Montreal,  has  been 
informed  that  the  City  of  Calgary  Is 
about  to  establish  a  new  military 
burying  ground  to  be  known  au  the 
"Last  Post"  section,  In  which  will  be 
burled  with  all  honors  any  member 
of  the  army,  navy  or  auxiliary  forces 
who  has  served  his  King  and  coun- 
try In  any  capacity,  thus  saving  them 
from  the  possibility  of  being  burled 
in  neglected  graves.  The  Last  Poet 
Fund  at  Montreal  Is  approaching  the 
Montreal  commissioners  and  asking 
them  to  provide  a  military  burying 
ground,  pointing  out  that  the  plots 
provided  by  the  fund  in  the  two  cem- 
eteries have  been  largely  filled  owing 
to  the  recent  influenza  outbreak  and 
the  consequent  increase  In  the  num- 
ber of  soldiers  who  have  died  after 
serving  overseas,  and  whose  friends 
have  expressed  a  wish  that  they 
should  be  buried  in  the  Last  Post 
Plot. 


Major  Allan  Duncan  Bell-Irving, 
M.C.  and  bar,  Croix  de  Guerre;  and 
Major  MalcOlm  Bell-Irving.

Km  Has  "Flew**— Reports  receiv- 
ed by  the  health  authorities  indicate 
that  the  Spanish  Influenza  epldemle 
la  about  to  unconditionally  surrender 
Dr.  A.  O,  Price.  Medical  Health  Of- 
cer.  states  that  only  one  new  case 
was  reported  yesterday.  This  Is  the 
lowest  figure  reached  In  five  weeks 
and  Is  taken  aa  a  sign  that  Influenza 
has  practically  vanished  from  the 
city.  The  special  hospitals  are 
rapidly    being   vacated. 


A  conference  between  the  local 
military  authorities  and  the  Federal 
Ministers  who  were  here  a  few  weeks 
ago  from  Ottawa  discussed  the  ques- 
tion of  the  enlargement  of  the  civil 
section  of  the  military  police,  it  is 
understood.  information  evidently 
having  been  gained  of  a  Bolshevik 
movement  among  the  foreigners  of 
'the  Province.  Now  from  Ottawa 
comes  a  report  of  the  discovery  by 
secret  service  men  of  an  extensive 
and  well-organized  Bolshevik  propa- 
ganda being  carried  on  In  Canada, 
which.  It  is  alleged,  has  made  start- 
ling progress  during  the  past  year. 
The  discovery  had  led  to  the  consid- 
eration at  Ottawa  of  the  establish- 
ment of  effective  Dominion  machin- 
ery to  enforce  Federal  laws  and  pre- 
serve public  safety. 

"During  the  past  six  months  Gov- 
ernment agents  have  discovered  that 
certain  anarchistic  foreigners,  mas- 
querading as  the  Social  Democratic 
party  and  camouflaging  their  real 
purpose  with  a  politico-economic 
platform,  have  been  printing  and  cir- 
culating literature  of  the  most  sedi- 
tious, criminal  and  revolutionary 
character.  It  is  stated.  The  malls 
have  been  one  source  of  enlighten- 
ment on  this  movement,  and  much 
of  the  literature  which  ft  has  been 
the  Intention  to  circulate  has  been 
Intercepted  through  the  agency  of 
the  post  offices.  A  further  deterrent 
to  the  work  of  the  anarchists  has 
come  through  the  seizure  at  Toronto 
and  Montreal  of  Bolshevik  printing 
presses,  but  despite  this  vigilance  as' 
many  as  eighteen  branches  of  the 
Social  Democratic  party  have  been 
formed  during  the  past  year,  mostly 
among  Russians,  Finns  and  Ukrain- 
ians. A  Soviet  committee.  It  was 
discovered  In  Winnipeg,  had  been 
formed,  the  members  being  Russians 
and   Finns. 

The  authorities  believe  that  this 
propagandist  movement  Is  a  menace 
to  the  social  and  political  existence 
of  Canada,  and  a  suggestion  has 
been  put  forward  at  Ottawa  that  the 
present  Dominion  police  be  greatly 
enlarged,  that  the  Dominion  be  par- 
titioned Into  nine  districts,  each  in 
charge  of  a  commissioner  of  police, 
and  that  inspectors  and  men  suffi- 
cient to  enforce  the  necessary  regu- 
lations be  appointed.

EDINBURGH.  Nov.  22. — Germany, 
aa  a  naval  power,  ceased  to  exist 
yesterday.  The  heart  .of  her  .mighty 
fleet — fourteen  shipa  of  the  line, 
■even  light  crulaere  and  flfty  destroy- 
ers— surrendered  to  British,  Ameri- 
can and  French  warships)  the  great- 
eat  fighting  foroa  that  ever  stood  out 
to  sea.  The  Admiralty  had  a  detail- 
ed programme  ■  of  submission  laid 
down  by  the  commander  of  the 
British  fleet,  which,  was  carried  out 
strictly  according:  to  plan.  The  Ger- 
man warships,  strung  out  in  a  single 
column  almost  20  miles  long,  ap- 
peared at  the  rendezvous  at  the  ap- 
pointed time  and  were  led  into  the 
Firth  of  Forth  between  twin  columns 
of  Allied  ships  which  overlapped  the 
Germans  at  each  end.  Last  night  the 
enemy  craft  were  anchored  In  the 
firth,  under  guard  as  prisoners. 

The  surrender  on  such  a  gigantic 
scale  has  no  precedent  in  naval  his- 
tory: Although  the  wonderful  naval 
spectacle .  was  the  same  as  a  peace 
time .  review,  and  evoked  little  en- 
thusiasm, the  haze  blotting  out  the 
horizon,  officers  could  scarcely  credit 
the  evidence  of  their  eyes.  It  was 
an  event  which  shattered  all  naval 
traditions  and  Ideals.  Men  animat- 
ed by  the  spirit  of  the  Lawrence's 
"Don't  give  up  the  ship,"  and  Nel- 
son's "England  expects  every  man  to 
do  his  duty,"  could  not  conceive  of 
such  an  Inglorious  fate  as  that  to 
which  the  great  enemy  sea  force  was 
submitting.  The  Associated  Press 
correspondent  standing  on  the  deck 
of  an  American  .  dreadnought  heard 
an  officer  exclaim:  "Even  those  poor 
old  Spaniards,  knowing  they  had  not 
a   chance,    came    out   of   Santiago." 

But  for  the  most  part  both  officers 
and  men  were  silent.  They  realised 
they  were  witnessing;  the  climatic  act 
of  Germany's  downfall.  They  show- 
ed no  elation,  and  seemed  to  feel  a 
sort  of  contemptuous  pity  for  the 
fallen  giant  of  the  b<|\  who  had  re- 
fused to  fight.  Their  imaginations 
dwelt  on   tne  foe's  shame. 

Studious    Compliance 

The  German  ships  were  sighted  by 
the  Allied  columns  at  9:20  o'clock, 
docilely  following  their  pilot,  the 
light  cruiser  Cardiff,  which  with  de- 
stroyers and  other  small  craft,  had 
ranged  ahead  of  the  Allied  fleet.  The 
enemy  studiously  complied  with  Ad- 
miral Beatty's  orders,  and  it  was  well 
for  their  own  sakes  that  they  did. 
Every  vessel  steaming  out  to  meet 
them  flew  battle  ensigns,  and  was 
ready  for  instruction,  with  Its  men 
at  battle  stations  and  guns  In  posi- 
tion, for  the  prompt  annihilation  of 
the  enemy's  forces  If  their  mission 
proved  to  be  other  than  peaceful. 

The  main  Allied  fleet,  extending 
over  a  line  fourteen  miles  long  in 
the  Firth  of  Forth,  began  to  weigh 
anchor  at  1  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing. The  Scotch  mist  which  for  days 
had  obscured  the  harbor  was  swept 
away  by  a  stiff  breeze  and  the  moon 
shone  brilliantly  out  of  a  clear  sky. 
The  ships  quickly  took  their  sta- 
tions in  the  long-  double  line  they 
held  throughout  the  day.  The  battle- 
cruisers  led  the  way.  followed  by 
dreadnoughts.  Admiral  Beatty's  flag- 
ship, the  Queen  Elizabeth,  led  the 
squadron  in  the  northern  column. 
The  American  warships  fell  Into  line 
behind  Admiral  Beatty's  craft,  bal- 
ancing a  British  squadron  similar  «in 
power  on  the  opposite  side.  The 
rendezvous  was  approximately  50 
miles  distant,  and  the  ships  gauged 
their  speed  to  arrive  at  the  appoint- 
ed place  at  8  o'clock.  At  5  o'clock 
a  signal  summoned  the  men  to  battle 
stations,  and,  except  for  the  officers 
on  the  bridges,  the  ships'  comple- 
ments were  hidden  behind  bulwarks 
of  steel.  When  dawn  broke  the  sea 
was  again  covered  with  mist,  which 
reduced  the  visibility  to  less  than  8,- 
000  yards. 

Eyes  straining  through  the  murky 
haze  Anally  were  rewarded.  Off  the 
starboard  bow  the  Cardiff,  trailing 
an  observation  kite  balloon,  came 
steaming  In.  Close  behind  her  came 
the  first  of  the  German  ships,  the 
great  battle-cruiser  Seydlltz,  which 
was  flying  the  flag  of  Commodore 
Togert;  after  her  came  four  others 
of  the  same  type,  the  Derflinger,  von 
Der  Tann,  Hlndenburg  and  Moltke. 
They  came  along,  three  cable  lengths 
apart. 

Nine  Dreadnoughts 

Immediately  following  them  were 
nine  dreadnoughts,  the  Frledrich  der 
Grosse,  flagship  of  Rear-Admiral  von 
Reuler;  the  Koenlg  Albert,  Kaiser, 
Kron  Prlnz  WUhelm,  Kalserin,  Bay- 
er n.  Markgraf,  Prlnz  Regent  Lult- 
pold  and  Grosser  Kurfeurst. 

Three  miles  astern  of  the  battle- 
ships came  seven  light  cruisers,  the 
Karlsruhe,  bearing  the  ensign  of 
Commodore  Harder;  the  Frankfort, 
Emden,  Nurnberg,  Brummer.  Koln 
and  Bremen. 

Then  came  another  gap  of  three 
miles  and  German  destroyers  came 
steaming  in  Ave  columns  abreast,  ten 
destroyers  to  a  column. 

Six  miles  separated  the  Allied  col- 
umns, and  squarely  between  them 
the  Cardiff  brought  her  charges,  all 
steaming  at  the  stipulated  speed  of 
ten  knots.  As  ordered,  their  guns 
were  tn  regular  fore  and  aft  posi- 
tions, and.  as  far  as  a  powerful  glass 
could  determine,  there  was  no  sign 
to  provoke  suspicion.  Until  all  the 
major  ships  had  been  swallowed  up 
in  the  enveloping  Allied  columns  the 
latter  never  for  a  moment  relaxed 
their  watch.  Over  the  Germans 
circled  a  British  dirigible,  which 
acted    as    eyes   for   the   Allied    ships. 
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lifted,   ware   still   too  distant  for   ac- 
curate observation. 

When  the  leading  German  ships 
had  reached  the  west  end  of  the 
flanking  columns  the  Allied  ships  pot 
about  in  squadrons.  Quickly  re* 
forming  their  lines  they  proceeded 
to  escort  the  enemy  to'  the  Firth  of 
Forth.  By  noon  the  Mat  wisp  of 
fog  had  disappeared  and  a  splendid 
▼tow  of  the  vast  array  of  war  craft 
could  be  obtained.  Holding  steadily 
to  its  course,  the  great  fleet  reached 
May  Island  at  2  o'clock.  The  cap- 
tlve  Germans  were  piloted  to  anchor- 
ages assigned  to  them,  and  British 
ships  from  the  southern  column 
closed  in  as  guards. 

Careful    Guard 

The  northern  column  steamed  on 
to  the  regular  anchorages  higher  up 
the  Firth.  Inspection  parties  from 
the  Grand  Fleet  boarded  the  Gar- 
mans  to  make  sure  that  all  condi- 
tions of  the  armistice  were  observed. 

The  enemy  vessels  will  be  Interned 
in  Scapa  Flow.  Part  of  the  crews 
will  be  retained  for  maintenance 
work  and  the  remainder  will  be  re- 
turned to  Germany  soon. 

Admiral  Beatty's  historic  signal 
after  the  German  fleet  had  been 
moored  at  the  appointed  place  was: 
"The  German  flag  is  to  be  hauled 
down  at  3:57  and  is  not  to  be  hoist- 
ed again  without  permission." 
Two  Others  Disarmed 

LONDON,  Nov.  22.— The  German 
battleship  Koenlg  and  the  battle- 
cruiser  Mackensen.  which,  although 
specified  for  surrender  Thursday, 
were  permitted  to  be  absent,  are  be- 
ing disarmed  under  the  supervision 
of  Vice-Admiral  Browning  of  the 
British  navy,  who  was  sent  to  Ger- 
many for  that  purpose,  according  to 
the  correspondent  of  the  Dally  Mall 
with  the  British  fleet.  The  Koenlg 
has  been  in  dock  and  could  not  be 
moved,  while  the  Mackensen  had  not 
been  completed. 

Twenty-seven  mine  sweeping  ves- 
sels passed  out  pt  German  possession 
on  Monday,  according  to  a  Central 
News  dispatch  from*  Amsterdam. 
They  arrived  in  Dutch  waters  from 
Belgium  and   were   interned.

Members  of  Dominion  Parlia- 
ment in  Conference  Come  to 
Decisions  on  Number  of  Im- 
portant Questions 


VANCOUVER.  Nov.  22.— A  pro- 
gramme of  development  and  recon- 
struction for  this  province  upon  which 
the  members  of  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment for  British  Columbia  will 
present  a  united  front  was  laid  out  at 
meetings  lasting  throughout  all  of 
yesterday  and  up  to  last  midnight.  The 
conference  was  held  at  the  Hotel  Van- 
couver and  was  attended  by  ten  par- 
liamentarians. 

The  session  should  prove  to  be  a 
momentous  one  In  the  history  of  the 
province,  for  it  is  the  first  step  to  be 
taken  by  the  members  for  this  pro- 
vince toward  securing  British  Colum- 
bia's share  of  the  fruits  of  reconstruc- 
tion, and  it  is  the  first  time  a  non- 
partisan get-together  discussion  to  talk 
over  what  may  be  done  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  province  has  ever  been 
held. 

The  programme  was  discussed  from 
every  angle,  and  the  decisions  were 
unanimous.  The  resolutions  adopted 
will  be  forwarded  without  delay  to 
the  Dominion  Government,  and  every 
effort  will  be  made  to  bring  immedi- 
ate action.  They  will  also  form  the 
basis  of  the  policy  to  be  followed  by 
the  members  at  the  forthcoming  ses- 
sion of  the  House. 

The  meetings  were  presided  over  by 
R.  F.  Green,  M.P.  for  West  tfbotenay. 
Those  also  in  attendance  were  H.  H. 
Stevens,  M.P.  for  Vancouver  Centre; 
S.  J.  Crowe,  M.P.  for  Burrard;  Lieut- 
Colonel  Cooper,  M.P.  for  Vancouver 
South;  F.  C.  Stacey,  M.P.  for  Chi  111- 
wack;  H.  S.  Clements,  M.P.  for  Co- 
mox,  Albernie;  W.  J.  McQuarrie, 
M.P.  for  New  Westminster;  J.  C.  Mc- 
intosh. M.P.  for  Nanalmo;  Dr.  Tolmie, 
M.P.  for  Victoria,  and  Dr.  Bonnell, 
M.P.   for   Fernie. 

Pacific  Shipping 

One  of  the  first  problems  taken  up 
was  that  of  trans-Pacific  shipping 
facilities,  one  that  Is  not  only  of  vital 
importance  to  British  Columbia,  but 
to  all  Canada.  The  Imperative  neces- 
sity for  the  early  revival  of  trans- 
Pacific  trade  was  seen  by  all  mem- 
bers present.  On  this  subject  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  passed: 

"Whereas,  the  shipping  facilities  of 
the  Pacific  Coast  were  seriously  de- 
pleted to  provide  for  vital  traffic  on 
the  Atlantic  and  as  the  grave  danger 
then  threatening  civilization  is  now 
past,  and  inasmuch  as  Pacific  trade 
has  been  seriously  crippled  in  conse- 
quence of  such  depletion, 

"Be  it  resolved,  that  In  the  opinion 
of  this  conference  of  British  Columbia 
members  of  Parliament  all  ships  for- 
merly engaged  in  Pacific  trade  should 
forthwith  be  returned  thereto,  or 
where  that  Is  not  possible  be  replaced 
by  an  equal  tonnage,  having  special 
reference  to  the  Canadian  Pacific 
overseas  service  and  the  Canadian- 
Australian  line; 

"And,  be  it  further  resolved,  that  in 
our  opinion  It  Is  of  imperative  import- 
ance to  Canada's  future  foreign  trade 
that  every  possible  facility  should  be 
at  once  provided  to  take  care  of  the 
present  and  the  rapidly  developing 
trans-Pacific  trade,  and  that  to  this 
end  efforts  should  be  made  by  the 
Government  to  secure  a  portion  of  the 
surrendered  German  shipping  and 
that  shipping  now  under  construction 
on  this  coast  for  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment should  be  dedicated  to  this 
service. 

This  resolution  wss  passed  unani- 
mously. It  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Stevens. 

Psnama    Canal   Route 

Possibly  next  in  Importnace  was  the 
Panama  Canal  route  question.  The 
necessity  for  establishing  a  Una  of 
steamers  running  from  this  province 
to  Mexico,  through  the  Panama  Canal 
and  on  to  Halifax  and  .Montreal  was 
realised  by  the  members.  The  result 
was  that  a  resolution  was  drawn  up 
and  sent  to  Hon.  Dr.  Raid.  Minister  of 
Railways,  calling  upon  the  Govern- 
ment to  fulfill  the  pledges  which  have 
been  made  in  this  connection  and  to 
at  anee  inaugurate  a  service. 

Next  the  meeting  dlsnnssnl  the 
question  of  a  British  Columbia  repre- 
sentative upon  the  Siberian  trade  oom- 
misston.  It  was  fait  by  the  members 
that  it  was  imperative  that  a  represen- 
ts Uv«  of  this  province  should  be  ssj

the  commission  in  view  of  the  pecu- 
liar position  of  the  province  in  being 
the  gateway  to  the  whole  of  Canada 
to  Siberia.  The  resolution  was  sent 
forward  to  the  Government. 

Further,  in  connection  with  the 
trans-Pacific  trade  question  a  resolu- 
tion to  the  effect  that  in  view  of  the 
rapid  development  and  expansion  of 
this  trade  that  the  time  had  come  -for 
the  Government  to  inaugurate  a  defi- 
nite, progressive  policy  of  port  devel- 
opment for  British  Columbia  ports 
was  passed. 

Provincial  Development 

Consideration  was  then  given  to  the 
necessity  for  the  development  of  the 
natural  resources  of  the  province, 
both  from  the  standpoint  of  increas- 
ing production  and  for  giving  employ- 
ment to  returned  soldiers.  A  special 
resolution  was  passed  to  the  effect 
that  the  Government  provide  for  the 
establishment  of  a  publicly-owned 
copper  refinery  on  this  coast.  It  was 
felt  that  by  establishing  such  an  Indus- 
try it  would  encourage  the  establish- 
ment of  manufacturing  plants  for  the 
production  of  the  finished  articles. 

It  was  also  urged  that  such  assist- 
ance be  given  as  is  necessary  to  en- 
counage  the  development  of  the  metal 
resources  of  the  province,  particularly 
in  reference  to  silver,  lead  and  zinc. 
The  meeting  suggested  that  the  utili- 
sation of  this  ore  be  made  the  subject 
of  consideration  by  the  scientific  re- 
search commission,  which  is  now  In 
existence  In  Canada.  In  normal  times 
there  Is  difficulty  In  utilising  such  ore 
owing  to  the  separation  problem  and 
the  low  price  of  sine. 

Returned  soldier  problems  were 
given  exhaustive  consideration.  It 
was  urged  that  necessary  public  works 
be  commenced  as  early  as  possible  to 
give  employment  to  returned  men.  It 
was  suggested  that  the  Government 
might  operate  some  of  the  baste  In- 
dustries and  employ  only  returned 
men.  Another  point  made  was  that 
measures  should  be  adopted  to  pre- 
vent the  cessation  of  operation  of  pro- 
ductive Industries.  In  order  to  do  this, 
facilities  might  be  established  to 
store  non-perishable  materials. 

It  was  agreed  that  franchises  snd 
privileges  within  the  gift  of  the  Go- 
vernment should  be  reserved  for  citi- 
zens, preferably  for  men  who  have 
seen  active  service. 

The  need  for  the  appointment  of  a 
definite  authority   in   each  district   or 
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centre  of  population  to  officially  deal 
with  returned  men  and  provide  them 
with  information  was  pointed  out< 
lijiiid  Settlement 

On  the  land  settlement  question  re- 
presentations are  being;  made  by  the 
members  to  the  Government  to  give 
consideration  to  the  peculiar  condi- 
tions of  this  province,  and  to  revise 
the  land  settlement  regulations  to 
better  suit  the  conditions  here.  It  was 
felt  that  the  regulations  were  drafted 
more  particularly  to  suit  the  prairie 
provinces. 

The  members  also  sent  a  memoran- 
dum to  the  Government  drawing  at- 
tention to  the  thousands  of  acres  of 
land  suitable  for  settlement  which  are 
withheld  because  they  are  Indian  re- 
serves or  other  public  lands.  They 
felt  these  lands  should  be  opened  up. 

The  suggestion  was  made  that  the 
civil  service  regulations  be  amended 
to  permit  returne.l  soldiers  who  have 
passed  the  matriculation  examinations 
to  the  civil  service  tqgescape  the  low- 
er grade. 

It  was  also  suggested  that  a  census 
of  labor  in  this  province  be  taken,  with 
a  view  to  placing  a  definite  percent- 
.age  of  returned  men  In  the  Inidustiles. 

Deep  concern  over  the  fisheries 
question  was  expressed  and  a  resolu- 
tion was  passed  urging  that  without 
delay  salmon  spawning  streams  and 
areas  be  cleared  and  protected  and  thai 
the  present  excessive  fishing  be  re- 
stricted. Also,  that  encouragement  be 
given  to  the  establishment  of  citizen 
fishing   settlements   on   the   coast  and 


that  the  preference  be  given  in  all 
of  fishing  licences  and  privileges, 
cases  to  returned  men  in  the  issuing 
Other  problems  not  so  pressing  will 
be  given  consideration  at  a  conference 
to  be  held  later,  probably  before 
Christmas.

Nothing  definite  has  as  yet  been 
done  by  the  Government  relative  to 
the  request  of  the  returned  soldiers' 
organizations  that  the  appointment 
of  Mr.  Mclnnes  be  rescinded  and  the 
office  thrown  open  for  application, 
thus  affording  returned  men  as  well 
as  others  an  opportunity  of  securing 
the  position.  The  returned  men  have 
refused  to  accept  the  suggestion  of 
Hon.  John  Hart  that  a  deputy  com- 
missioner be  appointed,  the  appointee 
to  be  s  returned  man. 

A  lengthy  conference  between  a 
number  of  returned  men  and  Acting 
Premier  Karris  and  Hon.  John  Hart 
was  held  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  at 
which  the  understanding  was  reach- 
ed that  the  whole  matter,  especially 
the  recommendations  of  the  deputa- 
tion, should  be  dealt  with  by  the  Cab- 
inet, and  the  result  of  its  delibera- 
tions communicated  Immediately  to 
the  returned  men.

The    1st    Depot    Battalion,    Hastings

The  gradual  demobilization  of  the 
let  Depot  Battalion,  Hastings  Park, 
Vancouver,  will  commence  In  a  few 
days  and  will  probably  be  completed 
by  ,the  middle  of  December,  it  is  re- 
ported from  Vancouver.

Precautionary  Measures  to  Safeguard 

Queen     Charlotte    Islands    From 

Epidemic  are  Removed 


With  the  subsidence  of  the  Spanish 
influenza  epidemic  further  steps  to  re- 
move the  ban  placed  by  the  Govern- 
ment on  certain  affected  sections  were 
taken  yesterday  morning,  when  an 
Ordef-in-Councll  was  issued  upon  the 
advice  of  the  Provincial  Health  De- 
partment lifting  the  quarantine  placed 
upon  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  a 
step  following  reports  of  the  great 
Improvement  In  the  epidemic  situation 
at  Prince  Rupert. 

Reports  reaching  the  Department 
yesterday  indicated  that  the  epidemic 
is  still  serious  In  the  district  surround- 
ing Kamloops,  though  the  situation 
is  stated  to  show  marked  Improvement 
In  that  city  itself.  Lack  of  nursing 
facilities  has  occasioned  considerable 
hardship. 

In  the  North  Thompson  Valley  condi- 
tions are  stll  giving  cause  for  worry 
to  the  medical  authorities. 

The  situation  along-  the  line  of  the 
P.G.E.  Railway  showed  Improvement, 
according  to  a  report  by  Dr.  Newton 
to  the  Department.

The  situation  has  been  acute  for 
the  past  three  weeks,  but  there  are 
now  unmistakable  signs  of  a  gen- 
eral Improvement.  according  to 
local  dealers.  They  claim  that  the 
main  cause  of  the  shortage  has 
been  the  prevalence  of  Spanish  in- 
fluenza in  the  coal  fields  of  the  Na- 
naimo  and  Cumberland  districts. 
The  result  of  this  has  been  a  de- 
crease of  60  per  cent  in  some  areas 
for  a  considerable  period,  but  the 
men  are  reported  to  be  returning 
to  work  now  In  large  numbers  and 
the  principal  .source  of  trouble  will 
therefore    soon    be    removed. 

A  prominent  mine  operator  In 
the  Nanalmo  district,  talking  over 
the  long  distance  phone  yesterday 
with  a  local  coal  merchant,  stated 
that  a  general  easing  of  the  situa- 
tion might  be  looked  for  from  now 
on.  Production  was  approaching 
normal  again  and  in  a  few  days  the 
mines  would  be  ab\e  to  handle  all 
the   orders. 

Some    Yards    Sold    Out 

"If  a  large  number  of  people 
here  had  not  filled  up  their  bins 
with  coal  during  the  Summer 
months,  when  there  was  small  de- 
mand for  it,  I  don't  know  where 
we  would  be  now,"  said  the  head 
of  a  Victoria  coal  firm  yesterday. 
"With  reduced  production  and  a 
heavy  demand,  we  have  had  about 
all  we  can  handle  during  the  past 
few  days.  We  have  had  to  delay 
delivery  in  some  cases  for  five  days 
or  a  week,  but  we  have  been  com- 
paratively fortunate.  There  are  a 
few  concerns  here  who  have  been 
entirely  out  of  coal  for  days  a«d 
have  had  to  throw  up  their  hands 
completely  until  their  depleted 
stocks  have  been  replenished.  It  Is 
about  the  first  time  we  have  had 
anything  approaching  that.  Our 
firm  has  always  had  enough  coal  to 
tide  over,  but  with  the  other  com- 
panies unable  to  do  business,  our 
deliveries  have  been  somewhat 
disrupted.  Hotels  and  office  and 
store  buildings  naturally  come  first. 
We  have  been  able  to  fill  their  re- 
quirements within  twenty-four 
hours  after  the  order  is  given,  but 
the  more  Isolated  residential  dis- 
tricts   have    had    to    wait. 

"Now  with  conditions  as  they 
are,  what  would  be  the  situation 
had  not  a  large  percentage  of  con- 
sumers stocked  themselves  with  coal 
during,  the  Summer?.  There  would 
have  been  no  other  alternative  than 
to  close  down  on  operations  entire- 
ly. We  could  not  begin  to  do  busi- 
ness. The  city  would  have  to  keep 
warm    with    cordwood    or    go    cold." 

Coal    Trucks    All    Motor    Driven 

This  year  all  the  coal  trucks 
working  In  the  city  are  motor- 
driven.  High  cost  of  feed  meant 
the  doom  of  the  horse,  so  far  as  the 
coal  trade  is  concerned,  and  the  last 
horse-drawn  coal  wagon  disappeared 
from,  the  streets  last  Winter.  This 
has  meant  a  curtailment  In  the  ex- 
pense of  delivery,  but  it  also  means 
that  some  parts  of  the  city  have 
been  rendered  during  certain  wea- 
ther almost  inaccessible.  Those  who 
live  on  streets  that  are  unpaved  and 
likely  to  be  muddy  and  ditch-worn 
whenever  ^t  rains  are  advised  to 
order  their  coal  while  the  weather 
conditions  are  favorable.  Other- 
wise they  are  taking  chances  on 
getting  delivery  at  all.  There  are 
several  streets.  especially  In  the 
Work  Estate  and  Gorge  districts, 
that  get  In  such  a  condition  as  to 
make  It  impossible  for  a  heavily- 
laden  auto  truck  to  make  any  head- 
way. Even  under  present  condi- 
tions, deliveries  had  to  be  made 
by  one  firm  yesterday  to  several 
houses  early  in  the  morning,  so  that 
the  streets  could  be  traversed  while 
the    frost    was    still    on    the    ground

Considerable  and  useful  business 
was  transacted  at  the  monthly  meet- 
ing of  the  executive  of  the  B.  C.  Di- 
vision of  the  Navy  League  of  Can- 
ada, held  on  Wednesday. 

The  sad  disasters  resulting  In  the 
total  loss  with  all  on  board,  of  the 
Princess  Sophia  and  H.  M.  C.  8.  Gali- 
ano  have  placed  the  Navy  League  in 
a  position  of  grave  responsibility 
which  it  is  endeavoring  to  shoulder  In 
the  best  possible  way  at  Its  com- 
mand- The  disposition  of  the  bodies 
of  those  recovered  from  the  wrecks, 
the  sustenance  of  the  dependents  left 
in  immediate  want,  and  the  care  and 
attending  to  the  Interests  of  those 
who  have  suffered  In  any  way  by  the 
disasters,  all  come  under  the  cate- 
gory of  the  relief  work  undertaken 
by  the  Navy  League.  That  this  work 
has  been  expeditiously  and  satisfac- 
torily undertaken  Is  vouched  for  by 
many  expressions  of  thanks  and  ap- 
preciation that  have  beeh  reoelved 
from    those    who    have    been    helped. 

This  Is  one  of  the  works  which  the 
Navy  League  In  fostering  the  inter- 
ests of  both  the  naval  and  merchant 
services  Is  peculiarly  capable  of  hand- 
ling, and,  thanks  to  the  fact  that  the 
Dominion  Council  of  the  Navy 
League  have  set  aside  |25.ooo  for 
emergency  relief  cases,  the  local  di- 
visions are  able  to  call  upon  this 
fund  for  immediate  use  and  se  save 
time  in  gathering  together  funds  for 
the  cases  as  thejroccur.  Considerable 
difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
tracing  the  dependents  of  some  of 
the  sailors  lost  oh  the  Princess  So- 
phia owing  to  the  fact  that  no  record 
whatever  was  kept  on  shore  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  next-of- 
kin  of  any  of  the  crew.  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  have  therefore  com- 
munlcajted  with  the  Minister  of  Ma- 
rine and  Fisheries  asking  that  in  or- 
der to  avoid  similar  difficulties  in  the 
future  an  amendment  be  inserted  In 
the  Shipping  Act  rendering  it  com- 
pulsory for  the  shipping  master  to 
retain  a  complete  list  of  all  hands 
signing  on  ships,  together  with  names 
and  addresses  of  their  next-of-kin. 

The  work  that  the  Navy  League 
had  carried  out  In  connection  with 
the  transportation  of  the  body  of 
Seaman  Ebbs,  which  was  recovered, 
entailed  very  considerable  corre- 
spondence with  the  authorities  at  the 
Naval  Yard,  and  it  was  placed  on 
record  that  in  dealing  with  this  mat- 
ter the  utmost  courtesy  and  kindness 
bad  been  shown  in  every  way  by 
Capt.  Martin,  the  superintendent  of 
the  dockyard.

Owing  to  the  lack  of  fruit  in  Eng- 
land and  the  trouble  experienced  by 
the  voluntary  naval  hospitals  In  Lon- 
don In  getltng  it.  it  had  been  thought 
well  that  some  British  Columbia  ap- 
ples should  have  been  sent  over  to 
make  up  for  the  deficiency  in  some 
way,  and  the  secretary  reported  that, 
acting  on  this  suggestion,  he  had 
dispatched  several  cases  of  apples  to 
the  naval  hospitals  in  London.  In 
this  connection,  too.  It  was  pointed 
out  that  the  Victoria  Branch,  who 
had  undertaken  to  supply  Christmas 
parcels  for  a  number  of  Canadian 
sailors,  had  been  able  to  dispatch  as 
many  as  997  of  these,  together  wjth 
four  cases  of  various  comforts  for 
distribution  by  the  British  and  For- 
eign Sailors'  Society.  This  is  quite 
an  achievement  and  reflects  great 
credit  on  the  ability  and  energy  with 
which  the  dispatch  of  these  parcels 
was  organised,  and  the  Executive 
Committee  passed  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  Mrs.  Thompson  for  her  extorts  In 
this  direction.  - 

Much  other  detailed  work  was  dealt 
with  by  the  executive,  including  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Harold  F.  Helm- 
slng  as  secretary  to  the  Executive

SPEAKERS  WARRANT 
FOR  ALBERN1  ELECTION 


Deputy  Provincial  Secretary 
Instructed  to  Issue  Writ  for 
Contest  Necessitated  by 
Death  of  Member 


The  warrant  of  Mr.  Spaaker  shutt- 
ing the  Riding  of  Albernl  vacant  con- 
sequent upon  Us  recent  death  of  Mr. 
Richard  P.  Wallls.  Conservative  mem- 
ber for  the  riding,  and  instructing  ths 
Deputy  Provincial  Secretary  to  issue 
his  writ  for  a  by-election,  has  reach- 
ed that  official.  Just  when  the  by-elec- 
tion to  fill  the  vacancy  wljl  be  held 
is  a  matter  for  the  government  to  de- 
cide, and  this  will  not  bo  dona  until 
the  return  to  the  city  from  Ottawa  of 
Premier  Oliver. 

Under  the  Constitution  Act  whoa 
the  death  of  a  member  occurs  notifi- 
cation thereof  to  the  Speaker  by  two 
members  of  the  House  requires  the 
Speaker  to  forthwith  Issue  his  warrant 
for  a  by-election.  But  the  act  does 
not  require  the  Deputy  Provincial 
Secretary  to  whom  the  warrant  is  di- 
rected to  "forthwith"  issue  tap  writ 
for  the  by-election.  Therefore  It  Is 
open  to  the  Government  to  take  its 
tlms,  if  it  so  desires,  in  fixing  the  date 
of  the  contest  for  a  time  when  the 
fates  may  appear  propitious. 

The  late  Mr.  Wallls  died  at  Monc- 
ton,  N.B.,  while  en  route  to  Newfound- 
land, on  Qetobor  14,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 6  notification  thereof  was  sent  to 
Mr.  Speaker  Kaon  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Bow- 
ser, K.C.,  Leader  of  the  Opposition, 
and  Dr.  Rose,  Conservative  member 
for  Nelson.  Yesterday  morning  Mr. 
Speaker's  warrant  reached  the  Deputy 
Provincial  Secretary. 

With  the  approach  of  a  by-election 
contest  In  the  Albernl  riding  matters 
pollitcal  are  becoming  more  active 
there.  The  Conservatives  of  the  rid- 
ing were  summoned'  to  a  convention 
to  be  held  op  the  91th  fefL.  but  the 
date  has  been  postponed  two  days 
until  the  27th,  when  a  representative 
gathering  of  party  supporters  wUl  hf 
held  at  Port  Albernl. 

In  the  meantime  MaJpr  Richard  J. 
Burde,  M.C,  has  announced  his  inten- 
tion Of  entering  the  field  as  a  soldier 
candidate,  his  pronouncement  to  that 
effect  having  been  formally  made  this 
week  at  Albernl.-  Major  Burde  states 
that  he  Is  In  the  field  as  a  soldier  can- 
didate wholly  independent  of  existing 
political   parties. 

What  action  the  Conservative  con- 
vention will  take  is  a  matter  to  be 
fully  discussed  at  the  forthcoming 
meeting.  Sentiment  appears- to  favor 
supporting  Major  Burde,  because  it  is 
the  desire  of  the  party  to  have  greater 
representation  for  the  men  from  over- 
seas upon  the  floor  of  the  legislature. 
It  may  be  that  the  convention  will  de- 
cide to  support  the  Major  rather  than 
enter  a  candidate  of  its  own. 

But.  if  rumors  from  Vancouver  have 
any  basis  in  fact,  there  is  every  like- 
lihood that  Major  Burde  will  have 
opposition  In  the  person  of  a  candi- 
date named  by  the  Comrades  of  the 
Great  War,  the  desire  of  which  or- 
ganisation, it  is  stated,  is  to  place  a 
returned  private  in  the  Albernl  field. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Bowser  will  leave  tomor- 
row for  Vancouver  and  on  Tuesday 
will  go  over  to  Port  Albernl  to-  attend 
the  Conservative  convention.

thority. 

On  the  meeting  being  called  ta 
order  Mrs.  E.  Buss,  president  of  the 
Women's  Auxiliary,  desired  to  as- 
sume the  chair  and  the  control  of  the 
meeting,  but  was  Informed  by  Presi- 
dent Ault.  of  the  Great  War  Veterans' 
Association,  that  as  the  meeting  was 
one  of  members  of  the  auxiliary  called 
by  Oja  parent  body's  executive,  it  was 
not  mast  that  the  chair  should  bo 
taken  by  other  than  the  president  Of 
the  body  calling  the  gathering.  Mrs. 
Buss  therefore   took  a  seat  aside  on

conducted   by  President  Ault. 

The  gathering  waa  asked  to  rescind 
the  resolution  which  was  objected  to. 
and  it  was  then  pointed  out  that  as 
the  meeting  waa  not  one  of  the  Wo- 
men's Auxiliary,  but  simply  one  of 
woman  belonging  to  'that  body.  It 
would  not  be  legal  for  it  to  rescind 
a  motion  passed  In  regular  meeting. 

A  member  of  the  G.  W.  V.  A.  ex- 
ecutive thsn  stated  that  as  President 
Mrs.  Buss  was  present  it  would  be 
legal,  and  another  stated  that  If  the 
resolution  was  npt  expunged  the  aux- 
iliary would  be  disbanded  forthwith. 

Mrs.  Buss  refusing  to  have  any- 
thing to  do  with  tha  proceedings,  the 
vice-president  of  ths  Women's  Aux- 
iliary put  the  rescinding  motion, 
which  President  Ault  declared  car- 
ried on  a  standing  vote.  The  great 
majority  of  the  ladles  present  consid- 
ered the  whole  of  the  proceedings  en- 
tirely out  of  order  and  illegal,  and 
kept  their  seats,  voting  neither  for 
nor  against. 

It  Is  the  Intention  of  the  Women's 
Auxiliary  to  call  In  the  near  future  an 
official  meeting  to  discuss  the  matter 
further. 

In  the  meanUme  the  resolution  is 
considered  by  officials  of,  the  G.  W. 
V.  A.  to  have  been  rescinded.

SAANICH  WILL  HAVE 


Deputation  of  Ministers  Appeal 
to  Health  Officer  for  Raising 
of  Ban — Dr,  Vye  Refuses  to 
Accept  Responsibility 


The  ban  on  public  meetings  im- 
posed by  Saanich  on  account  of  the 
influenza  epidemic  will  not  be  re- 
moved for  a  while,  Dr.  J.  P.  Vye, 
medical  health  officer  for  the  munici- 
pality, so  Informing  a  deputation  of 
clergymen  and  laymen  who  waited  on 
him  yesterday,  and  urged  that  Saan- 
ich follow  the  example  of  Victoria, 
Oak  Bay  and  Esquimau  and  permit 
church  congregations  and  other  or- 
ganizations to  hold  meetings. 

The  deputation  was  headed  by  the 
Rev.  J.  W.  Flinton,  of  Stu  Mark's 
Church,  Boleskln  Road;  Rev.  M.  T. 
Habershon,  of  the  Douglas  Street 
Baptist  Church,  and  Rev.  D.  A. 
Smith,  of  St.  Aldan's  Presbyterian 
Church,  and  #  pointed  out  that  the 
continued  imposition*  of  restrictions 
would  not  deter  residents  of  Saanich 
from  attending  church  services.  It 
would  merely  cause  them  to  Journey 


institutions  called  upon  them  to  Join 
In   public  worship. 

Mr.  Smith  averred  that  it  would  be ' 
Impossible  to  get  a  crowd  together 
in  Saanich  'even  though  it  was  at- 
tempted, and  that  the  Imposition  of 
a  ban  to  prevent  a  "crowd  disease" 
was  useless  as  a  preventive  when  no 
crowds  were  obtainable  under  any 
circumstances.  It  was  also  pointed 
out  that  with  the  opening  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  a  situation  was  created 
by  the  ban  which  was  almost  hilari- 
ous. Two  brothers  In  a  household 
might  very  well  find  that  the  older 
was  allowed  to  continue  his  studies 
at  the  Normal  School  while  the 
younger  must  stay  at  iome  from  the 
public  school  and  study  at  the  family 
woodpile  with  an  axe  instead  of  his 
books. 

Doctor  Is  Adamant 

Dr.  Vye  replied  that  while  the 
deputation  made  out  a  good  case,  he 
personally  was  against  the  raising  of 
the  ban.  He  felt  that  the  action  of 
the  city  authorities  was  premature, 
and  that  "two  wrongs  did  not  make 
one  right."  The  situation  in  Saanich 
was  distinctly  different  from  that  ex- 
isting in  the  other  three  municipali- 
ties. The  area  was  vastly  In  excess 
of  all  the  others  combined,  the  popu- 
lation was  extremely  scattered,  and 
Bhould  the  epidemic  once  get  out  of 
control  In  Saanich  It  would  be  Im- 
possible to  stay  Its  course. 

Many   Cases,  Widely  Scattered 

Dr.  Vye  stated  that  every  day  sev- 
eral cases  were  being  reported,  and 
that   these   were   so   scattered  that  It

Later  In  the  afternoon  Dr.  Vye  an- 
nounced  that  the   ban   could   not  be 
raised  at  this  time,  as  Reeve  Borden 
and   the   Municipal     Council     agreed 
with    him    that   Saanich   should      not 
carry  the  responsibility  of  a  possible 
increase  In   the   number4  of  Influenza 
cases.     A  suggestion  by  some  of  the 
ministers    to    the    effect      that      they 
would  secure  temporary  accommoda- 
tions within  the  city  limits,  and  so  oe 
enabled  to  hold  services,  was  a  mat- 
ter which  Dr.  Vye  felt  would  be  out 
of   his    province,    but    he    stated    that 
should  they  do  so  they  would  relieve 
him  of  the  responsibility  which  would 
fell   on   his  shoulders  should   he  au- 
thorise the  holding  of  service*  with- 
in the  municipal  limits.

American  Meat  Monopoly  Is 
Charged  With  Controlling 
5p  Per  Cent  of  Supplies- 
Australians  Indignant. 


« ■» 


The  American  meat  trust  was  criti- 
cised severely  by  several  speakers  In 
a  discussion  which  took  place  In  the 
House  of  Commons  a  few  days  after 
.  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  The 
discussion  concerned  the  food  quest 
tlon  and  the  control  of  the  meat  sup- 
ply. 

Major  Waldorf-Astor,  Parliament- 
ary  Secretary  to  the  Food  Ministry, 
said  that  the  trust  controlled  more 
than  60  per  cent  of  the  available  and 
Importable  meat  supplies,  which  con- 
stituted a  serious  menace.  However, 
he  added,  the  Inter- Allied  Food 
Council  set  up  by  the  Food  Control- 
ler, '  and  which  would  buy  In  the 
world's  markets,  was  going  to  be 
stronger  than  the  trust.  It  would  be 
able  to  dictate  to  the  trust  if  neces- 
sary, and  it  would  be  able  to  fix  rea- 
sonable prices  for  consumers. 

Investigation  of  the  alleged  Chi- 
cago beef  trust  is  being  demanded  by 
members  of  Parliament  and  a  section 
of  the  British  press,  a  recent  dis- 
patch from  London  state!. 

Bitter  criticism   of  American   meat 
packers    la    expressed    in    such    head- 
\  lines  as  these: 

"At  the  mercy  of  the  meat  trust" 

"Inquiry  needed  into  working  of 
U.  8.  concern." 


\  Answering  the  statement  of  H.  8. 
Cautley,  member  of  Parliament,  that 
the  Food  Control  Departments  of 
Great  Britain  and  America  are  being 
run  together  to  a  great  extent,  and 
that  American  Influence  in  the  di- 
rection of  this  policy  is  very  strong 
and  Is  exercised  In  the  interests  of 
the  alleged  American  meat  trust,  J. 
R.  Clynes,  British  Food  Controller, 
declared  the  charge  is  a  "gross  mis- 
representation." 

Mr.  Cautley,  however,  u  not  with- 
out support.  Sir  John  Tnveroer,  who 
for  11  years  was  A  Kent-Genera  I  >>at 
Victoria,  Australia,  advocates  a  probe. 

"Mutton  in  Australia  was  com- 
mandeered -  by  the  Government  and 
cheerfully  relinquished  by  the  pro- 
ducers at  13  cents  r.  pound,"  said  Sly 
John. 

.,  "It  cosies  two  cenlp  a  pound  to  de- 
liver It  here,  and  should  have  sold 
with  a  reasonable  profit  at  19  to  20 
cents.  Instead,  it  was  sold  at  26  to 
49  cents  a  pound.  Australian*  wrote 
me  indignantly  abcut  It  when  mey 
heard  of  thess  high  prices  for  meat 
they  had  relinquished  at  12  cants  a 
pound. 

'When  complaint  was  mads  here 
we  were  told  that  the  Government 
had  to  average  up  their  prices.  In 
other  words,  they  used  this  Austra- 
lian meat  to  make  up  their  losses  on 
the  excessive  prices  they  paid  the 
American  meat  trust. 

"It  ha«  always  seemed  the  greatest 
injustice  that  the  Australian  meat, 
which  la  cheap,  should  be  handed 
over  to  our  Allies  while  to  the  British 
people  should  be  left  the  dear  meat 
of  the  American  trust.  That  Is  why 
I  think  there  should  be  an  impartial 
inquiry,"

Taken  to  See  Allies'  Grand 
Fleet  and  Much  Impressed 
With  Imposing  Array  of 
Fighting  Monsters, 


Daring  their  visit  to  Europe  quite 
recently  a  party  of  American  editors 
were  taken,  among  numerous  please, 
to  visit  the  Gran*  Fleet,  that  wonder- 
ful aggregation  Of  VOSSSUl  of  war 
which  Is  so  Imposing  in  Imagination 
— and  has  been  so  little  seen  by  the 
shore  man  for  the  past  four  years. 
The  following  appreciation  |g  by  one 
of  the  aforesaid  American  editors. 
Mr.  Edgar  B.  Piper,  dated  from  Lon- 
don, October  II.  Just  a  trifle  under 
a  month  from  the  time  that  keeping 
the  fleet's  movements  so  seoret  be- 
came- necessary. 

The  naval  Action  that  no  one  out- 
side official  circles  Is  to  know  the 
exact  base  of  the  Grand  Fleet  Is  still 
extant.  Everyone  in  fact  knows; 
for  he  has  aeon  It,  or  certain  power- 
ful units  of  It,  at  some  port  In  Eng- 
land, or  Scotland,  or  Ireland,  or  per- 
chance on  the  high  seas,  looking  vor 
waiting  for  the  chastened  enemy 
'that  skulks  behind  the  barriers  of 
(Heligoland  or  the  invincible  gates  of 
the  Kiel  Canal. 

The  real  location  of  the  Grand 
Fleet  Is  anywhere  In  the  world  that 
a  German  battlefleet— If  there  Is 
really  such  a  thing  aa  a  Oerman  bat- 
tlefleet — may   be   found. 

Of  course  the  combined  British 
and  American  armada  has  to  start 
from  somewhere,  and  go  hack  to  that 
same  or  seme  other  somewhere,  to 
ft!  fuel  and  supplies,  oy  make  re- 
pairs, or  otherwise  to  keep,  the  ships 
in  a  state  of  constant  readiness  for 
the  encounter  which  never  comes. 
Jutland  Battle  Recalled 

To  be  sure,  there  is  Jutland,  where 
0  number  of  German  warship*,  out 
for  exercise,  or  op  some  other  mis- 
sion entirely  foreign  to  the  boasted 
German  plan  of  challenging  the  Brit- 
ish god  Americans  to  open  combat 
on  the  seas,  stumbled  Into  a  com- 
pany qf  British  cruisers  in  their  daily 
hunt  for  something  to  shoot  at. 

It  wag  an  unhappy  mischance  for 
the  German.  He  fought,  Indeed,  and 
he  ran  as  fast  as  he  could.  Then  he 
boat  the  British  to  the  cable  office, 
and  sent  out  a  false  account  of  a 
great  German  victory.  For  a  time 
the  world,  which  did  not  then  under- 
stand the  devious  methods  of  German 
propaganda  as  well  as  it  does  now, 
thought  the  Grand  Fleet  had  met 
an   oqtright  .reverse. 

The  truth  appears  to  be  that  some 
British  ships  were  sunk,  and  some 
German  ships  were  sunk,  and  that 
the  Germans  then  got  out  of  the  way 
In  record  time.  They  know  better 
than  to  take  the  chance  of  a  collision 
with  the  capital  ships  of  England. 
What  they  had  mot  wag  merely  a 
cruising  squadron. 

Bombarding  Town*   Stopped 

There  was  that  other  time,  toojl 
when  In  the  process  of  terrorlsation 
by  Germany,  a  favorite  device  of 
frlghtfulneas  was  to  bombard  the 
defenceless  towns  of  the  British 
coast.  In  the  gray  of  a  certain 
morning  the  raiding  boches  ran 
smaek  into  a  lot  Of  British  battle- 
cruisers. 

What  followed  Is  history.  There 
was  a  running  fight,  and  the  Elqcher 
was  sunk,  and  other  satisfactory 
casualties  were  Inflicted.  Except  for 
the  Jutland  misadventure,  the  Ger- 
mans have  since  thought  It  best  to 
stay  behind  the  impregnable  defences 
Of  the  shore  land. 

The  British  fleet  Is  prepared  al- 
ways for  action.  It  scours  the  North 
Sea  and  the  North  Atlantic  Ocean 
day  and  night.  It  makes  war  on 
the  submarine,  so  that  it  Is  now 
about  one-fourth  as  effective  as  it 
once  /was.  There  are  now  about 
P.000  vessels  in  the  antisubmarine 
division  alone.  It  is  said  not  to  be 
permissible  to  give  out  figures.  But 
Admiral  81ms,  of  the  Amerioan  Navy, 
did  it,  the  other  day,  In  a  public 
speech;  and  his  estimate  is  given 
here.  Most  of  the  5,000  belong  to  the 
British  Navy. 

Location  of  Secret  Fleet 

A  feature  of  the  Itinerary  of  the 
American  editors  was  to  see  the 
Grand  Fleet.  The  exact  whereabouts 
of  the  great  battle  organisation  was 
purposely  left  in  mystery.  The  edi- 
tors were  not  blindfolded  and  taken 
over  unknown  routee  to  unknown 
waters  to  their  destination.  Not  that; 
but  they  were  asked  to  sign  a  pledge 
that  they  would  not  divulge  names, 
or  places,  or  numbers,  or  formations, 
or  technical  details  of  any  hind. 

Obviously.  If  they  are  to  keep 
their  promise,  they  would  bo  much 
handicapped.  It  would  seem  to  be 
small  satisfaction  to  a  journalist  to 
see  a  thing,  particularly  so  mighty 
a  thing.  If  he  Is  not  to  tell  about  It. 
It  may  be  done  In  general  terms  so 
long  as  he  gives  no  Information. 

The  fleet  Inspected  by.,  the  editors 
was  In  harbor,  and  not  In  the  North 
Son  nor  the  Atlantic.  The  harbor 
was  a  large  harbor,  a  deep  one  and 
a  well-protected  one,  and  a  very  busy 
one.  There  Were  many  warships 
there;  more  than  one  and  less  than 
a  thousand.  There  were  more,  In- 
deed, by  many  times  than  any  of  ths 
visitors  had  ever  seen  anywhere,  or 
ever  expected  to  see,  and  more  prob- 
ably than  ever  were  brought  together 
prior  to  this  war.  They  were  at  their 
stations  In  regular  order,  waiting, 
waiting,  waiting — waiting  for  some- 
thing to  turn  up. 

"The  Day"  Always  Awaited 

Every  once  la  a  while  there  Is  ha 
alarm.  A  squadron,  or  several  squad- 
rons, are  notified  to  get  ready  to  sail 
at  a  moment's  notice.  Perhaps  they 
get  the  word  to  go,  perhaps  they  do 
not.  It  Is  all  practice.  Or  perhaps 
there  Is  actual  notice,  through  actual 
observations  from  the  air,  or  from 
remote  seas,  that  something  Is  doing. 
In  th«  direction  whore  the  Germans 
are  known  to  be,  and  then  away  the 
ships  speed  In  search  of  the  foe1  that 
prefers  to  fight  at  a  oafs  distance 
or  not  at  all,  or  to  strike  from  be- 
hind or  beneath  when  he  does  strike.

An  aeroplane 
came  over  the  hills,  and  circled  over 
and  around  the  moving  car,  quite  ap- 
parently   in    Justifiable    suspicion    of 


Then  a 
great  biplane  soared  slowly  along, 
high  in  the  blue  sky. 

The  silver  white  sides  of  an  ob- 
servation balloon  next  eaught  the 
eye;  and  then  another  and  another, 
and  more  anothers,  We  had  already 
seen  enough  of  war  to  know  that  a 
great  navy  is  net  now  merely  an  ag- 
gregation of  ships,  but  that  balloons 
and  aeropianee  are  their  indispens- 
able outposts.  The  fleet  wss  nsar. 
Wasps  or  the  Waters  Dreaded 

At  the  water  there  was  a  confused 
flotilla  of  torpedo-boats,  and  destroy- 
ers and  patrols,  and  other  units  of 
the  mosquito  fleet.  By  what  sad 
blundsr  of  popular  definition  did  these 
dreaded  wasps  of  the  waters  become 
known  as  mosquitoes?  Some  of  them 
are  as  large  as  light  cruisers.  All 
of  them,  of  whatever  type,  have  had 
a  share  In  the  necessary  work  of 
running  down  tbe  skulking  submar- 
ine. Without  them  the  war  would 
long  ago  have  been  over. 

Out  in  the  harbor  was  a  dread- 
nought, the  perfect  image — If  photo- 
graphy tells  anybody  anything — of 
that  supreme  battleship,  the  Queen 
Elizabeth,  which  first  biased  beg 
thunderous  way  through  mined 
waters  towards  the  forts  of  Galil- 
poli.  It  wasn't  the  Queen  Elizabeth. 
She  was  long  and  low,  and  dark,  and 
terrible — simple  and  clear  la  her 
formidable  outlines.  Hsr  great  guns 
peered  out  from  their  turrets;  her 
smaller  gups  lined  her  frowning 
aides. 

There  was  no  motion,  no  stir,  no 
sign  of  life  around  her,  except  a 
launch  or  two  at  her  binding  steps. 
At  the  stern  of  the  little  boat  flew 
an  Admiral's  pennant.  At  hsr  mast- 
head waved  another.  Evidently  she 
wss  the  flagship.  There  wag  no  evi- 
dence whatever  that  the  advsnt  of 
the  editors  had  created  either  excite- 
ment or  consternation.

— General  Edouard 
do  Curieres  de  Castelnau,  who  will 
enter  Strassburg  Sunday  with  the 
French  Army,  according  to  The  Echo 
do  Parle,  probably  will  at- that  time 
"assume  a  new  dignity." 

Paris  newspapers  reported  earlier 
In  the  week  that  three  new  marshals 
of  France  probably  would  be  appoint- 
ed soon,  and  that  other  generals 
would  be  promoted  when  Strassburg 
was  entered.  Apparently  one  of  the 
generals  to  be 'elevated  will  bo  Gen- 
eral Castelnau. 

General  Castelnau  was  chlsf  of  the 
Frenoh    general   staff   under   Marshal 


Joffre.  and  later  was  commander  of 
the  French  armies  In  France  and 
Belgium.  Ho  Is  one  of  the  most  sue* 
cessful  leaders  of  the  Frenoh  army 
and  the  "savior  of  Nancy."  He  then 
became  commander-in-chief  of  the 
Frenoh  army  In  France  and  Belgium. 
and  represented  France  at  the  Allied 
conference  in  Petrograd  early  In  1117. 
General  Castelnau  has  lost  three 
sons  in  the  war,  and  a  fourth  was 
captured  by  the  Germans,  being  re* 
patrlated  last  Juno.  The  general  was 
bern  in  1861  and  fought  In  the 
Franco-Prussian  War.

Lancaster,  which  has  been 
patrolling  this  coast  for  the  last 
eighteen  months,  are  to  be  transfer- 
red to  H.  M.  8.  Euryalus  of  the  Far 
Bast  squadron.  They  will  leave  on 
the  Km  press  of  Japan  on  November 
21th  for  Hongkong. 

A  new  complement  of  officers  and 
men  is  now  on  Its  way  out  from  the 
Old  Country  to  man  the  Lancaster 
and  should  reach  here  about  the 
middle  of   December. 

Capt.  Oresson  has  been  in  com- 
mand of  the  cruiser  since  she  ar- 
rived on  this  coast. 

H.  M.  8.  Euryalus  is  a  sister  ship 
of  the  cruisers  Creasy,  Abouklr  and 
Hogue,  which  were  sunk  by  U-boats 
in  the  North  Sea.  She  Is  a  vessel  of 
12,000  tons  displacement,  her  main  ■ 
armament  is  two  0.2  inch  and  twelve 
0-inch  guns,  and  her  complement  is 
700  men. 


MARINE  MISCELLANY 


The  port  of  St.  John,  New  Bruns- 
wick, expects  larger  Imports  this 
year  than  last,  and  while  there  will 
be  no  ammunition  going  overseas 
now,  there  will  be  large  quantities  of 
foodstuffs  'and  general  merchandise 
as  well  as  a  large  amount  of  labor 
being  transported  across  the  Atlantic. 


Representatives  of  the  cotton 
manufacturing  Industries  in  the  Old 
Country  have  appealed  to  the  British 
Board  of  Trade  for  additional  ton- 
nage to  bring  raw  cotton  from  Amer- 
ica. They  state  that  unless  the  ships 
are  obtainable  the  mills  will  have  to 
close    down    for    lack   of    material. 


VANCOUVER,  Nov.  22.— The  first 
contravention  of  the  Robertson  Agree- 
ment occurred  this  morning,  when 
some  160  iron  moulders  refused  to  go 
to  work  upon  the  employers'  decision 
not  to  grant  the  demands  of  the  union 
for  an  increase  In  wages  froru^J6  to 
16  to  $6.00  a  day.  The  increase  was 
demanded  some  time  ago,  and  was 
placed  before  the  Metal  Trades  Asso- 
ciation, which,  at  a  meeting  yesterday, 
finally  decided  that  It  would  not  de- 
part from  the  Robertson  Agreement. 
A  subsequent  meeting  of  the  union 
decided  on  strike  action.  The  men 
maintain  that,  as  an  official  of  their 
union  did  not  sign  the  Robertson 
Agreement,  they  were  not  bound  by  it. 
The  employers  claim  that  the  agree- 
ment was  signed  by  representatives  of 
the  Metal  Trades  Council,  to  which 
the  moulders  belong,  and  they  are 
bound.  Furthermore,  following  the 
shipyards  strike  last  Sulnmer,  the 
moulders,  and  all  the  rest  of  the  unions 
affected  by  the  strike,  returned  to  work 
following  the  signing  of  the  ngreement 
arranged  by  Hon.  Gibson  llobertson, 
now  Minister  of  Labor.

Market  is  Largely  Influenced 
by  Conservative  Policy  of 
Corporations  —  Various 
Groups  Make  Brief  Rallies 


NEW  YORK.  Nov.  22.— In  Its 
chief  features  today's  stock  market 
was  largely  a  duplicate  of  the  prev- 
ious session,  prices  reacting  very  gen- 
erally after  an  early  manifestation 
of  comparative  strength. 

Post-war  conditions  were  again 
apparent  In  the  heaviness  of  motors, 
coppers  and  other  .shares,  whoas 
status  la  likely  to  undergo  radical  re- 
adjustment in  the  transition  to  a 
peace  basis. 

The  caution  with  which  various 
corporations  are  proceeding  In  this 
connection  was  further  Illustrated  by 
the  suspension  of  dividends  by  a 
former  Standard  OH  Subsidiary  and 
the  decisions  of  directors  to  discon- 
tinue extra  dividends. 

Metals,  secondary  motors,  utilities 
and  fertilisers  bore  the  brunt  of  the 
liquidation  at  extreme  recessions  of 
2  to  4  points.  Recessions  of  1  to  2 
points  in  Telephone  and  Telegraph 
shares  were  ascribed-  to  Federal 
control.  * 

Shippings  and  oils  were  the  sole 
features  of  strength,  but  those  issues 
reacted  later  with  rails  and  U.  S. 
Steel,  the  latter  declining  lfc  points 
and   making  feeble  recovery. 

Sales  amounted    to    600,000   shares. 

Bonds  were  active  but  featureless, 
showing  only  fractional  changes." 
Total  sales,  par  value,  $12,600,000. 
Old  registered  4H'i  declined  1  per 
cent  on  call.

Robert  Louis  Stevenson's  Ves- 
sel Casco  Reaches  'Frisco 
With  Crew  at  Pumps — Had 
Manned  Them  42  Days 


«AN  FRANCISCO.  Nov.  22.— Robert 
Louis  Stevenson's  staunch  schooner  of 
deathless  fame,  the  Casco,  is  *  in  port 
after  its  most  eventful  voyage.  /The 
craft  which  the  famous  Scottish  author 
chartered  thirty-three  years  ago  to  ex- 
plore the  South  Pacific  arrived  here  in 
a  leaking,  almost  sinking,  condition 
six  men  having  constantly  manned  the 
pumps  for  42  days,  while  Mrs.  Percy 
E.  Troup,  biide  of  the  Casco's  captain, 
who  formerly  was  Miss  flora  Ooelt- 
ner,  of  Tacoma,  cheered  them  wth 
song. 

The  Casco,  now  owned  by  Mr.  T.  O. 
Wicks,  of  Seattle,  left  Suva  65  days 
ago  with  sixty  tons  of  copra.  Heavy 
weather  waa  encountered  and  the 
skipper,  mate,  cook  and  sailors  took 
turns  at  the  pumps.  __ 

Before  leaving  Suva  the  silver  ship, 
as  the  natives  of  Pakarava  called  the 
Caeco,  lay'  becalmed.  While  fishing 
Mrs.  Troup  was  pulled  overboard  by 
a  10-foot  shark.  Captain  Troup 
plunged  to  her  rescue  and  stabbed  the 
fish  with  a  knife.  Captain  Troup  had 
the  shark's  teeth  made  Into  gold- 
mounted  necklace  for  his  bride.

HALIFAX  YARD  WILL 

BUILD  STEEL  SHIPS 

OTTAWA,  Nov.  22.— An  Order- in - 
Council  authorizing  the  Minister  of 
Marine  to  enter  a  contract  with  the 
Halifax  Shipyards.  Ltd.,  for  the  con- 
struction of  two  steel  cargo  steamers 
of  approximately  10,500  tons  dead- 
weight, three-deck  type,  has  been  pass- 
ed. The  price  to  be  paid  Is  2197.60  per 
long  ton  deadweight.  The  vessels  are 
designed  to  Lloyds'  specification.  The 
order  states  that  the  "company  offered 
last  May  to  construct  three  vessels  at 
a  cost  of  1195  per  ton.  The  increased 
cost  of  material*  and  labor,  however, 
has  caused  an  advance  of  12.60  in  the 
price.

Employing  About  400  Men — 
Supt.  McGregor  Doesn't  Say 
Much,  but  Thinks  a  Lot — 
Tractors  are  Handy 


The  Point  Elilce  yard  of  the  Foun- 
dation Co.  Is  now  leading  tbe  Point 
Hope  force  In  the  race  to  put  their 
ships  into  ths  water.  Yesterday  tbe 
stem  of  the  first  vessel  was  put  In 
place  at  the  Point  Ellice  plant,  the 
framing  of  another  hull  is  completed, 
the  frames  on  another  are  about  one- 
third  '  up,  and  frames  are  cut  and 
ready  to  be  erected  on  the  fourth 
ship.  •  - 

About  400  men  are  employed  at  the 
Ellice  yard  now  and  the  number  is 
Increasing  right  along.  Superinten- 
dent McGregor  wsttches  the  work, 
wearing  a  macktnaw  and  a  Christie, 
and  aa  one  of  the  workmen  said,  "He 
hardly  ever  says  anything,  but  he 
does  a  lot  of  thinking." 

Tbe  erection  of  the  four  big  electric 
gantries  to  handle  the  material  over 
the  ships  has  been  delayed  owing  to 
the  non-arrival  of  steel  cable  from 
San  Francisco.  This,  aa  well  as  the 
lack  of  essential  timbers,  has  held 
up  the  work.  . 

The  two  little  gasoline  tractors  run 
around  the  yard  and  over  obstruc- 
tions with  much  noise  and  with 
steam  coming  from  the  radiators. 
They  are  very  useful.  One  will  run 
along  the  planking,  drawing  a  shaped 
timber,  which  it  will  deposit  at  tbe 
appointed  place.  Then,  if  the  plank 
must  be  moved  to  the  side  of  the  road 
or  shifted  in  any  way  the  little  rig 
charges  Into  it  and  shoves  it  into 
place  with  Its  steel  face. 

Two  new  planers  are  being  installed 
at  the  plant  and  three  new  saws  have 
been  installed.  A  new  compressor 
house  is  now  under  construction  and 
large  compressors  will  give  ample 
pressure  for  the  many  pneumatic  tools 
which  are  to  be  used. 

The  road  which  joins  the  two  yards, 
and  over  which  at  one  spot  the  high 
Winter  tides  flow,  is  now  being  raised 
to  take  out  some  of  the  grade  and  to 
keep  It  dry. 


PORT  PARAGRAPHS 


250  Men  at  Plant 

The  Cholberg  Shipyard  is  now  em- 
ploying nearly  250  men  and  has  one 
ship  In  frame  and  the  framing  of  an- 
other half  up.  Although  a  large  por- 
tion of  the  water's  surface  near  the 
yard  Is  enclosed  with  logs  and  covered 
with  ship's  timbers  floating  upon  it, 
the  essential  material  is  not  being  de- 
livered, so  that  the  work  Is  held  up  to 
some  extent. 

$2,000,000  silk  Cargo 

The  O.S.K.  boat  Manila  Maru 
reached  port  yesterday  morning  from 
the  Orient  with  8.956  tons  of  cargo. 
Including  2,029  bales  of  silk,  valued 
at  $2,000,000.  There  was  also  726 
tons  of  cocoanut  oil.  The  cargo  dis- 
charged here  amounted  to  2,718  tons, 
and  Included  raw  silk,  bamboo  poles, 
rice,  cocoanut  oil,  bean  paste,  electric 
bulbs,  dried  fish  and  silk  goods. 
There  were  252  passengers  on  board, 
one  of  these  being  in  the  cabin.  One 
hundred  and  twenty-two  passengers 
left  the  vecsel  here.  The  Manila  Maru 
was  many  days  behind  schedule. 
Twenty  steerage  passengers  were"  ill 
with  influenza  during  ths  trip.

The  Blue  Funnel  boat  Protesilaus 
arrived  at  Seattle  on  Thursday  with 
8,000  tons  of  Oriental  cargo,  consist- 
ing of  rubber,  tin,  hemp  and  coffee 
consigned  to  Dodwell  &  Co. 

Took  Many  Russians 

The  Kamo  Maru,  Nippon  Yusen 
Kaisha,  called  here  last  evening  on 
her  way  to  the  Orient  and  took  on 
about  200  passengers,  170  of  whom 
were  steerage.  Quite  a  number  of 
Russians  going  to  Vladivostok  board- 
ed the  vessel.
